That  the  town  meeting  appropriate  by  transfer  from  current

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
December  31,  1942,  the  following  report  being  submitted  thereon: 

The  records  of  financial  transactions  of  the  several  departments 
receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town,  or  committing  bills  for 
collection,  were  examined,  checked,  and  verified  by  comparison  with 
the  records  of  the  town  accountant. 

The  town  accountant's  general  and  appropriation  ledgers  were 
analyzed.  The  appropriations  and  transfers,  as  entered,  were  com- 
pared with  the  town  clerk's  record  of  financial  votes  passed  in  town 
meetings  and  with  the  finance  committee's  records  of  transfers  au- 
thorized from  the  reserve  fund,  and  a  balance  sheet  showing  the 
financial  condition  of  the  town  on  December  31,  1942,  was  prepared 
and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer,  including  those  of  the  late 
treasurer  and  of  the  temporary  treasurer,  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  com- 
pared with  the  various  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into 
the  town  treasury,  while  the  records  of  disbursements  were  com- 
pared with  the  accountant's  books  and  with  the  treasury  warrants 
approved  by  the  board  of  selectmen. 


The  treasurer's  cash  balance  on  February  23,  1943,  was  proved 
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by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished 
by  the  banks  in  which  town  funds  are  deposited. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were 
verified  by  comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  checked 
with  the  cancelled  notes  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  invest- 
ment of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds  in  the  custody 
of  the  town  treasurer  were  listed.  The  income  and  withdrawals 
were  verified,  and  the  balances  were  reconciled  with  the  books  of 
the  town  accountant,  and,  in  the  case  of  the  retirement  funds,  with 
the  books  of  the  retirement  board. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined  and 
listed.  The  taxes  transferred  by  the  collector  were  proved,  the  re- 
ported redemptions  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  receipts,  and 
the  outstanding  accounts  were  verified  by  checking  with  the  records 
in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  tax,  departmental,  and  water  accounts 
outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination,  and  all  sub- 
sequent commitments,  were  audited  and  compared  with  the  war- 
rants issued  for  their  collection.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked 
with  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  and  with  the  town  ac- 
countant's ledger,  the  abatements  were  compared  with  the  records 
in  the  departments  authorized  to  grant  them,  the  taxes  transferred 
to  the  tax  title  account  were  proved,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  town  accountant's  ledger. 

The  outstanding  tax,  departmental,  and  water  accounts  were 
verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the 
replies  received  it  appears  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  cash  books  were  footed,  and  the  collector's  cash  balance 
on  February  23,  1943,  was  verified  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in 
the  office  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement 
furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  collector  post  all  interest  and  poll 
costs  collections  to  the  commitment  books,  and  that  all  costs  col- 
lections be  entered  in  the  cash  book  so  as  to  show  the  total  amount 
paid  by  the  tax-payer. 

"Difficulty  was  encountered  in  auditing  the  water  accounts.  A 
new  form  of  commitment  list  was  installed  during  the  year,  and 
while  this  form  has  several  definite  advantages  over  the  one  which 
was  previously  used,  the  new  form  requires  the  footing  and  proving 
of  all  columns  in  the  commitment  list  promptly  at  the  close  of  each 
quarterly  period.  When  this  is  not  done,  as  was  the  case  in  the 
past  year,  the  accounts  do  not  lend  themselves  readily  to  audit.  Ac- 
cordingly, it  is  recommended  that  the  water  commitment  lists  be 
balanced  promptly  at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  and  that  all  transac- 
tions be  recorded  in  the  proper  spaces  for  each  quarter  concerned." 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  receipts  from  dog  and  from  sporting  licenses  were 
proved,  and  the  payments  to  the  town,  county,  and  State  were 
verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  financial  officials  required  by  law  to 
furnish  them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 
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The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  board  of 
selectmen,  building  inspector,  inspector  of  plumbing,  and  by  the 
police  and  health  departments,  and  of  receipts  from  the  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures,  school,  library,  and  cemetery  departments, 
were  examined  and  reconciled  with  the  town  treasurer's  receipts 
and  with  the  town  accountant's  records. 

lit  was  noted  that  it  has  been  the  custom  for  the  cemetery 
superintendent  to  retain  fees  collected  for  interments,  foundations, 
etc.,  as  compensation  for  the  work  done.  This  practice  is  contrary 
to  Section  53,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  which  requires  all  receipts 
of  a  department  to  be  paid  into  the  town  treasury.  It  is  therefore 
recommended  that  all  such  cemetery  receipts  be  paid  into  the  town 
treasury  and  used  by  the  assessors  as  an  estimated  receipt  deduc- 
tion, while  a  sufficient  appropriation  be  provided  to  pay  for  all 
salaries  and  wages  of  the  cemetery  department. 

The  petty  cash  advances  in  the  various  town  departments  were 
verified  by  actual  count. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to  this 
report  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  and  of 
the  collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  tax  title,  departmental, 
and  water  accounts,  together  with  tables  showing  the  condition  and 
transactions  of  the  trust,  investment,  and  retirement  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  several  town  officials  dur- 
ing the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

Dog  Officer 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  the  year  1943  there  were  550  complaints  concerning 
dogs,  all  of  which  have  been  investigated  and  remedied. 

There  were  456  dogs  turned  over  to  the  Dog  Officer,  97  being 
restored  to  their  various  owners  and  366  later  proven  to  be  stray 
dogs,  were  disposed  of.  During  the  past  year,  many  complaints  were 
received  relative  to  dogs  being  poisoned.  With  the  cooperation  of 
the  Police  Department  many  of  these  cases  were  investigated.  Also 
many  dogs  were  reported  killed  on  the  highways  of  the  town. 

All  owners  who  had  neglected  to  license  their  dogs  as  prescribed 
by  statute,  have  been  notified  and  required  to  procure  the  necessary 
licenses.  The  total  number  of  licenses  issued  during  the  year  were 
690.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  submit  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1943.  The  Chief  of  Department  will 
file  his  customary  report  separately. 

On  January  19th  the  Phillips  Beach  telephone  was  discontinued 
to  insure  that  all  emergency  fire  calls  are  received  at  the  Central 
House.  A  new  line  was  installed  at  the  Central  House  for  all  per- 
sonal and  business  calls.  The  old  number,  Lynn  2-0082,  is  reserved 
for  FIRE  EMERGENCY  CALLS  ONLY,  thus  insuring  an  open 
line  at  all  times,  which  should  not  be  subject  to  a  busy  signal  be- 
cause of  other  use. 

We  regret  that  in  spite  of  the  wide  publicity  given  this  change 
several  times,  some  citizens  have  been  inconvenienced  by  trying  to 
reach  the  Phillips  Beach  House  for  various  reasons. 

Still  additional  telephone  protection  was  obtained  on  October  27th 
when  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Police  Department  an  extension 
to  the  Fire  Emergency  line  was  installed  at  their  headquarters.  This 
will  insure  the  proper  transmittal  of  any  fire  call  should  our  de- 
partment be  out  at  the  time. 

Audible  Fire  Alarm  System 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  voted  the  cost  of  an  audible  alarm 
system  that  could  replace  the  present  one  which  is  not  over  ef- 
ficient, but  probably  useable  for  a  long  time  to  come  as  a  callman 
fire  signal.  Its  replacement  was  called  for  by  the  Committee  of 
Public  Safety  who  were  having  difficulty  in  securing  a  simultaneous 
Air  Raid  signal. 

Application  was  made  for  the  necessary  priority  and  it  was 
denied,  as  also  was  the  appeal  to  the  War  Production  Board's  deci- 
sion. The  final  word  from  the  latter  board  termed  our  requirements 
entirely  too  elaborate  for  the  use  of  the  critical  materials  involved, 
their  recommendation  being  for  separately  controlled  air  horns  such 
as  were  being  used. 

Personnel 

With  the  Board's  meeting  of  April  27th  the  department  lost  the 
services  of  Chairman  Albert  S.  Hills,  who  became  Military  Sub- 
stitute Selectman  for  Robert  G.  Byrne. 

His  untiring  efforts  and  accomplishments  during  his  term  of 
office  have  been  appreciated  by  this  Board  and  the  entire  depart- 
ment. 

We  are  not  a  young  department,  but  we  are  proud  of  our  mili- 
tary service  record.    Details  are  recorded  in  the  Chief's  report. 

Fire  Protection  Survey 

Last  year  a  survey  was  made  by  the  New  England  Fire  Insur- 
ance Rating  Association.  Up  to  this  writing  we  have  made  several 
requests  for  the  findings  without  result.  It  is,  however,  promised 
for  December  15th,  too  late  to  be  studied  and  expenditures,  if  neces- 
sitated by  it,  included  in  this  coming  year's  budget.   It  is  reason- 
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able  to  believe  that  no  serious  shortcomings  could  have  been  found 
in  the  department  or  the  report  would  seemingly  have  been  sub- 
mitted promptly. 

Fire  Flow  Tests  of  hydrants  picked  at  random  were  received 
late  in  August.  These  disclosed  that  a  fair  percentage  of  hydrants 
discharge  at  a  lower  rate  than  a  desired  required  flow.  Chief 
Lampard  reports  that  this  is  a  general  condition  found  in  all  com- 
munities. 

Office  of  Defense  Transportation 

This  agency  requested  that  all  unnecessary  running  of  depart- 
ment vehicles  be  eliminated.  We  have  cooperated  to  the  full  ex- 
tent of  our  ability. 

Hose,  Policy,  and  Recommendations 

We  have  been  mindful  for  the  past  two  years  that  our  supply 
of  2V2  inch  hose  is  about  a  thousand  feet  short  of  an  amount  judged 
desirable.  It  is,  however,  our  considered  opinion  that  the  amount 
on  hand  is  adequate  for  any  reasonable  fire  requirement  without 
jeopardizing  public  safety  or  property. 

We  did  not  include  in  either  this  year's  budget  or  town  warrant 
a  sum  to  cover  the  purchase  of  hose,  and  it  is  not  our  intention 
to  include  any  amount  for  this  purpose  in  either  for  1944. 

Reliable  sources  of  supply  advise  that  hose  of  our  usual  stand- 
ard cannot  be  purchased  at  this  time,  and  rather  than  accept  inferior 
hose,  we  prefer  to  postpone  purchase  until  such  time  as  quality 
becomes  available  again. 

if  during  the  coming  year  hose  of  prewar  standard  is  offered 
for  sale,  we  will  requisition  the  Finance  Committee  for  the  money 
to  purchase  our  requirements.  In  view  of  the  need  and  our  inten- 
tion to  delay  purchase  only  because  of  quality,  we  feel  confident 
that  the  money  will  be  forthcoming  when  asked  for. 

While  on  the  subject  of  hose  (a  costly  but  normally  a  long 
wearing  item)  we  cannot  recommend  too  strongly  that  a  hose  re- 
tirement program  be  put  into  operation.  After  our  stock  is  brought 
up  to  par,  an  amount  equal  to  ten  percent  of  the  total  should  be 
purchased  each  year,  thus  insuring  a  complete  renewal  every  ten 
years. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  money  necessary  for  this  and  other 
yearly  renewals  should  be  included  in  the  regular  "Others  Account" 
of  the  department,  rather  than  an  article  in  the  warrant  as  has 
been  customary.  The  actual  dollar  cost  of  the  department  can  be 
followed  much  closer  by  any  board  or  committee  if  the  monies  voted 
go  into  the  regular  budget  rather  than  special  amounts  that  are 
easily  lost  sight  of  after  being  expended. 

In  accordance  with  the  above  policy  we  inaugurated  last  year 
and  continued  this  year  a  retirement  program  for  the  storage  bat- 
teries that  supply  energy  to  the  alarm  system.  Under  this  plan 
a  complete  change  of  batteries  will  be  made  every  six  years  insur- 
ing efficient  operation  at  all  times  with  uniform  yearly  expenditure. 

War  conditions  while  greatly  improved  over  last  year  still  con- 
tinue to  make  it  injudicious  to  recommend  any  special  appropriations 
for  consideration  or  any  increase  in  the  regular  budget.  Priorities 
and  labor  would  be  lacking  for  worthwhile  expenditure,  and  pur- 
chasable material  in  most  cases  is  of  an  undesirable  quality. 
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It  is  only  reasonable  to  expect  that  with  depreciation  and  ordi- 
nary wear  going  on  without  replacement  or  repair  to  the  alarm 
system,  apparatus,  equipment  and  buildings,  certain  expenditures 
will  be  absolutely  necessary  just  as  soon  as  conditions  permit. 

Appreciation 

We  are  most  grateful  for  the  cooperation  of  all  Town  Boards 
and  Departments,  as  well  as  the  continued  pleasant  relationship  of 
our  mutual  aid  association  with  Lynn  and  Marblehead. 

We  sincerely  appreciate  the  excellent  work  of  our  own  Per- 
sonnel during  the  entire  year.

Inspections 


All  mercantile,  public  buildings  and  hotels  were  inspected  at 
regular  intervals.  Records  made  as  to  conditions  found,  recom- 
mendations made  and  follow  up  inspections.  I  found  that  consider- 
able difficulty  arose  in  the  enforcement  of  some  phases  of  the  law. 
I  feel  that  some  provision  should  be  made  in  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Town  to  cover  such  situations  as  they  present  themselves. 


Fire  drills  were  held  in  all  schools  in  conjunction  with  Fire 
Prevention  week.  Talks  were  given  by  Luke  E.  Thompson.  We  found 
the  students  well  trained  and  a  credit  to  the  faculty  which  trained 
them.  Drills  were  held  for  permanent  firemen.  Auxiliary  Firemen 
were  drilled  extensively  under  their  respective  officers.  Many  dan- 
gerous areas  were  eliminated  or  reduced  during  these  drill  periods. 


Under  the  supervision  of  Luke  E.  Thompson  our  First  Aid  Divi- 
sion did  some  fine  work.  Numerous  INHALATOR  cases  were  handled 
along  with  some  first  aid  cases  and  ambulance  assistance  provided 
to  the  medical  profession.  For  this  work  we  have  received  letters 
of  commendation.  Our  men  and  equipment  are  available  to  the  citi- 
zens of  the  town  at  all  times.  You  only  have  to  request  it. 


Our  Fire  Alarm  System  is  in  fine  condition  at  the  present  time. 
Due  to  the  war  emergency  any  extension  or  major  changes  are  of 
course  necessarily  postponed.  Under  the  care  of  Mr.  A.  L.  Stover 
and  Mr.  W.  A.  Davis  our  system  is  functioning  well.  At  this  point 

1  want  to  thank  Mr.  F.  T.  Burk  for  his  co-operation  and  help  in 
clearing  our  fire  alarm  wires. 

In  order  that  the  batteries  which  maintain  our  system  do  not 
fail  us  all  at  one  time  a  yearly  replacement  program  was  started 
this  year.  We  have  8  circuits,  24  batteries  to  a  circuit.  The  life  of 
these  batteries  is  approximately  6>  years.   This  year  48  batteries  or 

2  circuits  were  replaced.  Next  year  1  circuit  will  be  replaced.  In 
this  manner  the  majority  of  the  batteries  will  be  new. 

I  suggest  a  Post- War  Program  be  enacted  which  would  cover 
the  extension  of  our  system,  installation  of  new  boxes,  panel  in  fire 
alarm  room  and  a  new  transmitter  for  fire  alarm  boxes.

Phillip's  Beach 

This  building  is  badly  in  need  of  repairs.  §ome  of  this  work 
will  necessary  have  to  be  postponed  until  conditions  improve,  but 
I  feel  that  work  on  the  interior  should  be  done  as  soon  as  possible. 
This  includes  painting  and  some  carpentering. 

Central  House 

This  building  should  be  painted  on  the  outside.  With  the  ex- 
ception of  the  repair  room,  the  rest  of  the  interior  is  in  good  con- 
dition. 

Permanent  Men 

I  feel  that  at  this  time  more  permanent  men  should  be  added 
to  our  department.  Our  town  is  a  residential  town.  We  are  unable 
to  maintain  a  call  force.  Our  modern  equipment  is  useless  unless 
there  are  men  to  operate  it.  We  need  men  when  we  arrive  at  fires. 
We  have  5  call  men  at  present.  These  men  are  useless  unless  the 
fire  is  of  great  magnitude,  or  occurs  after  working  hours,  so  that 
they  may  have  time  to  arrive.  This  condition  should  be  remedied. 
We  have  20  permanent  men.  Chief,  Deputy  Chief,  3  Captains,  15 
Permanent  Men.  10  men  on  a  shift.  2  men  on  a  shift  at  Phillip's 
Beach.  8  men  on  a  shift  at  the  Central  House.  It  is  impossible  to 
operate  any  one  of  our  major  pieces  of  apparatus  with  two  men.  We 
are  now  operating  three  of  our  machines  under  this  handicap.  I 
feel  that  6  permanent  men  should  be  added  to  our  force  to  eliminate 
this  condition.  These  along  with  our  off  shift  would  assure  me  a 
working  department. 

Apparatus 

We  have  1—1000  Gal  Pumper,  1—600  Gal  Pumper,  1—500  Gal 
Pumper,  1  Ladder  Truck  (72  years  old),  1  Fire  Alarm  Truck,  1 
Chief's  Car,  1 — 350  Gal  Pumper  (Chevrolet)  Spare.  This  equipment 
is  in  fine  condition  with  the  exception  of  the  Ladder  Truck.  This 
machine  has  reached  a  state  of  condition  that  I  feel  is  unsafe  for 
regular  duty  I  have  already  condemned  this  machine  and  recommend 
some  emergency  action  be  taken  at  this  time  for  it's  replacement. 

During  the  year  we  received  from  the  O.C.D.  two  skid  pumps 
and  one  trailer  pump.  The  skid  pumps  were  mounted  on  trucks, 
one  on  a  G.M.C.  Chassis  at  the  cost  of  approximately  $430.00,  the 
other  on  an  International  Chassis.  The  trailer  was  adapted  to  our 
fire  alarm  truck.  These  machines  along  with  their  equipment  have 
added  materially  to  our  department  in  case  of  emergency.  Along 
with  a  crew  of  trained  Auxiliary  Firemen,  these  units  have  and  will 
in  the  future  prove  an  asset  to  our  town. 

Equipment 

We  are  about  2,500  feet  of  2%  hose  short  of  our  required  needs. 
I  feel  that  1,000  feet  should  be  purchased  if  available  and  that  a  re- 
placement program  be  adopted  for  the  following  years. 

We  should  purchase  6  Rockwood  Fog  Adapters.  3  for  our  IV2 
inch  lines  and  3  for  our  Booster  lines.  These  are  expensive  units 
and  mean  an  expenditure  of  approximately  $300.00. 

The  Chief's  car  should  at  this  time  be  equipped  with  some  fire 
fighting  equipment.  This  would  make  it  available  for  use  for  some 
of  our  incipient  fires.  Approximate  cost  $100.00. 
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Military  Service 

We  have  four  permanent  men  in  the  service  of  the  U.S.A.  Cap- 
tain W.  M.  Champion,  Jr.,  Firemen,  Arnold  Milberry,  Roy  Johansen, 
and  George  Balthaza.  Carl  Pagano  has  returned  to  the  service  of 
the  department  by  means  of  a  Medical  discharge.  The  above  posi- 
tions are  being  covered  by  Military  Substitutes,  Arnold  Spediacci 
and  Sidney  C.  Cole,  and  Provisional  Fireman  John  A.  Boston.  As  Mr. 
Balthaza  was  our  mechanic,  it  has  been  impossible  to  replace  him 
at  this  time.  Mr.  E.  G.  Dykeman  should  be  commended  for  his  vol- 
untary service  to  our  Auxiliary  Coast  Guard  service  during  his 
time  off. 

War  Emergency 

In  line  with  other  communities  we  have  enlisted  and  trained 
an  Auxiliary  Fire  Department.  These  men  are  fully  equipped  and 
assigned  to  Automotive  equipment  namely  Auxiliary  No.  1,  Auxiliary 
No.  2,  Auxiliary  No.  3,  Auxiliary  No.  4  and  a  trailer  pump.  These 
units  are  located  at  strategic  parts  of  the  town  and  are  under  the 
supervision  of  Auxiliary  Chief  Roy  Olson,  Deputy  Chief  John  Blod- 
gett.  Deputy  Chief  Winthrop  Sears,  Captain  Jacobs,  and  Captain 
Rodgers.  Much  fine  work  has  been  and  will  be  performed  by  these 
units  when  and  where  the  emergencies  arise. 

Recommended 

I  recommend  that  the  following  articles  be  placed  in  the  Annual 
Town  Warrant. 

1.  Central  House  repaired  and  painted.  (Exterior) 

2.  Ladder  No.  1  be  replaced  by  an  Aerial  Ladder  Truck. 

3.  1000  feet  of  2Y2  inch  Double  Jacket  Hose  be  purchased. 

4.  6  Permanent  men  be  added  to  the  regular  force. 

I  want  to  thank  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  and  the  regular 
personel  of  my  department  at  this  time  for  their  support  and  co- 
operation during  the  past  year.  I  want  also  to  voice  my  apprecia- 
tion for  the  remarkable  spirit  of  co-operation  from  all  other  depart- 
ments, without  which,  our  operations  would  have  been  less  success- 
ful.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  my  third  annual  report  of  the 
services  rendered  by  the  Engineering  Department  for  the  various 
departments  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1943. 

The  Engineering  Department  has  had  charge  of  the  following 
line  of  work:  the  designing  and  superintending  of  the  construction 
of  all  sewers  and  drains;  resurfacing  of  all  streets  built  by  contract 
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or  by  the  Highway  Department,  together  with  the  specifications  and 
estimates  for  the  same;  the  establishing  of  street  lines  and  the 
grades  for  curbing  and  sidewalks;  and  all  engineering  questions 
which  come  before  the  several  town  departments. 


Sewers  and  Drains 

A  drain  was  built  from  Ellis  Terrace  to  the  twenty  four  inch 
surface  water  drain  in  Norfolk  Avenue  a  distance  of  155.00  lin.  ft. 

The  building  of  this  drain  has  eliminated  a  bad  surface  water 
condition  that  existed  at  the  end  of  Ellis  Terrace  and  adjoining 
property  on  Norfolk  Avenue. 

There  is  need  of  a  sewer  on  Windsor  Avenue  near  the  Lynn 
line,  and  we  have  applied  and  received  the  permission  to  enter  the 
Lynn  Sewerage  system  as  soon  as  the  town  appropriates  the  neces- 
sary money  to  build  this  sewer. 

Several  drains  carrying  surface  water  were  blocked  during 
storms  this  year  and  were  cleaned  and  in  some  cases  relaid.  In  one 
case  it  was  found  that  a  catch  basin  had  been  plugged  with  news- 
paper add  sheets. 

Curbing  and  Sidewalks 

This  being  another  year  of  priorities  and  limitations  on  build- 
ing, we  have  been  unable  to  procure  the  necessary  materials  to  carry 
out  our  usual  sidewalk  program,  and  with  the  shortage  of  man- 
power it  looks  bad  for  such  a  program  in  1944.  I  have  contacted 
curbing  contractors  and  they  can  not  let  me  know  before  April  of 
1944  ai  to  how  they  stand  on  furnishing  us  with  curbing. 

Town  Parks 

The  Park  Department  have  three  parks  in  the  town  which  re- 
quire a  great  deal  of  attention  and  as  the  W.P.A.  program  left  us 
with  an  unfinished  Park  Project,  there  is  much  to  be  done  to  finish 
the  program  as  laid  out  by  the  Park  Board. 

Phillips  Park: 

The  present  football  field  has  settled  about  fourteen  inches  and 
requires  some  grading  in  the  near  future.  The  wooden  stands  on 
the  West  side  of  the  field  have  been  ruled  as  unsafe  and  have  been 
taken  down  and  should  be  replaced  with  semi-permanent  bleachers. 

With  the  grading  of  Phillips  Park  there  is  now  arising  a  drain- 
age problem  on  the  South  boundary  line  of  the  Park.  Along  this 
boundary  line  is  a  brook  which  takes  the  watershed  of  the  Park 
and  East  and  South  of  the  same.  This  brook  is  slow  moving  and 
runs  about  fifteen  hundred  feet  West  of  the  park  to  an  outlet  on 
Fisherman's  Beach  opposite  Orient  Court.  It  would  be  better  if  the 
water  collecting  in  this  brook  could  be  carried  South  over  private 
land  across  Puritan  Road  onto  Whales  Beach  a  distance  of  about 
five  hundred  fifty  feet. 

In  order  to  do  this,  easements  would  have  to  be  obtained  and 
permission  to  empty  the  same  onto  the  beach  from  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health.  As  this  is  only  surface  water,  permission 
might  be  granted  for  the  same. 

The  parking  area  and  baseball  field  still  needs  fill  to  bring  it 
to  the  finished  grade. 
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Assessor's  Department 

The  yearly  routine  work  necessary  to  bring  plans  and  the  card 
index  of  this  department  has  been  completed  and  there  were  about 
eight  hundred  abstracts  from  the  Registry  of  Deeds  for  the  year 
1943. 

Water  Department 

We  have  spent  much  time  this  year  in  the  field  making  surveys 
for  new  Water  Pipe  Plans.  These  plans  when  completed  will  show 
the  necessary  data  for  each  street  of  the  town. 

Selectmen's  Department 

War  Gardens  were  laid  out  on  the  Palmer  Estate  corner  of  Hum- 
phrey and  Salem  Streets  at  the  request  of  the  War  Garden  Com- 
mittee and  not  all  the  available  garden  space  was  taken,  but  some 
fine  gardens  were  made  and  much  garden  stock  obtained  from  the 
same. 

Essex  Street  Bridge  was  resurfaced  and  later  rebuilt  by  the 
Boston  and  Maine  Railroad. 

Danvers  Road  Bridge  was  to  be  rebuilt  this  year  but  due  to  a 
legal  dispute  as  to  whether  the  Town  of  Swampscott  should  stand 
the  total  cost  of  this  bridge,  or  the  cost  be  divided  between  Essex 
County  and  the  Boston  and  Maine  R.  R.,  nothing  has  been  done. 
This  dispute  is  now  in  the  hands  of  our  Town  Counsel  and  is  being 
heard  before  a  commission  to  decide  who  will  rebuild  and  how  the 
cost  will  be  divided  for  this  bridge.  ,

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  .the  year  1943. 

All  the  hay,  grain,  gasoline,  road  oil  and  tar,  sand  and  gravel 
was  bought  under  contract. 

The  streets  sealcoated  this  year  by  spraying  hot  tar  and  cov- 
ering same  with  sand  were  as  follows:  Bay  View,  Fuller,  Plymouth 
and  Prospect  Avenues,  Banks,  Cedar  Hill,  Fuller,  Humphrey,  Ingalls, 
Sheridan  Terraces,  Devens,  Millet,  Ocean  View,  Sherwood  and  Sheri- 
dan Roads,  Berkshire,  Bond,  Hampden,  King,  Pleasant,  Rose  and 
Rockland  Streets,  Bay  View  Drive,  Phillips  Circle,  Mapledale  Place, 
Banks  Road  from  Redington  Street  to  Walker  Road,  Middlesex  Ave- 
nue from  Norfolk  Avenue  to  Ellis  Road. 

Sidewalks  repaired  were  those  on  Bay  View  Drive,  Elmwood 
Road,  Norfolk  Avenue,  Berkshire  and  Burrill  Streets. 

Paved  gutters  were  filled  with  our  patch  material  on  the  fol- 
lowing streets:  Highland,  King,  Pleasant,  Redington,  Rockland  and 
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Rose  Streets,  Devens,  Millett,  Ocean  View,  Puritan,  Sheridan  and 
Walker  Roads,  Greenwood  Avenue  and  Mapledale  Place. 

On  Norfolk  and  Stetson  Avenues  tree  roots  had  pushed  up  the 
gutters  stopping  the  flow  of  water  when  it  rained.  This  was  over- 
come by  cutting  the  roots  out  and  patching  the  holes  with  asphalt 
patch. 

On  Prospect  Avenue  the  sidewalks  and  street  were  put  to  grade 
and  resurfaced  using  the  following  material:  400  gallons  of  tar  T  4 
and  19  cubic  yards  of  sand,  82  tons  of  patch  material,  132  feet  of 
curbing  and  25  tons  of  bank  gravel. 

On  Lexington  Park  the  sidewalk  and  street  were  put  to  grade 
using  50  tons  of  patch  material. 

At  the  foot  of  Ellis  Terrace  a  drain  was  laid  and  3  manholes 
and  a  catch  basin  were  built  using  the  following  material:  132  feet 
of  12  inch  reinforced  concrete  pipe,  7  tons  of  fine  sand,  4500  common 
brick,  33  bags  of  cement,  3  Lowell  type  manhole  frames  and  covers, 
1  D  frame  and  grate  and  9  tons  of  patch  material.  This  has  stopped 
the  flood  conditions  in  this  section. 

On  Forest  Avenue  at  the  corner  of  Lexington  Circle  a  catch 
basin  and  drain  were  built  using  the  following  material:  1200  com- 
mon brick,  3  tons  of  fine  sand,  10  bags  of  cement,  1  D  frame  and 
grate,  60  feet  of  12  inch  reinforced  tongue  and  groove  concrete  pipe 
and  10  ton  of  bank  gravel. 

Catch  basins  were  repaired  on  Fuller,  Puritan  Avenues,  Burpee 
Road  and  Hampden  Streets. 

At  Essex  Street  near  Eastman  Avenue  a  broken  surface  drain 
was  replaced  using  the  following  material:  12  feet  of  12  inch  rein- 
forced concrete  pipe,  10  bags  of  cement  and  2  tons  of  fine  sand. 

At  Pleasant  and  Humphrey  Streets  a  broken  drain  pipe  was 
replaced  using  one  length  of  10  inch  pipe  and  2  bags  cement. 

On  King  Street  a  broken  surface  drain  running  through  the 
Cobb  property  was  replaced  using  3  .feet  of  6  inch  pipe  and  1  bag 
of  cement. 

On  Puritan  Road  near  Galloup's  Point  a  broken  surface  drain 
was  replaced  using  4  feet  of  6  inch  pipe,  3  bags  of  cement  and  2% 
tons  of  2  inch  stone. 

On  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  number  505  Humphrey  Street  a 
new  special  cement  cover  was  made  to  replace  the  broken  iron  cover 
over  the  drain  there. 

There  are  about  630  catch  basins  in  town.  These  are  cleaned 
out  at  least  three  times  a  year  with  our  catch  basin  digger. 

All  streets  in  town  were  cleaned  at  least  twice  during  the  year 
and  more  often  where  needed.  - 

Stone  dust  was  put  on  the  sidewalks  as  follows:  Columbia  and 
Mostyn  Streets,  Curry  Circle,  Atlantic,  Beach  Bluff,  Bradlee,  Har- 
rison, Puritan  Avenues,  Bellevue,  Morton,  Manton,  Puritan,  Shelton 
and  Stanwood  Roads  and  Humphrey  Street  from  the  Marblehead 
Line  to  Salem  Street. 

Town  fences  painted  this  spring  were  as  follows:  at  Blaney 
Beach  on  Humphrey  Street,  Forty  Steps  between  Ingalls  Terrace 
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and  Rockland  Street,  under  the  Burrill  Street  Bridge,  Banks  Ter- 
race, Essex  Street  Bridge,  Highland  and  Rockland  Streets. 

This  spring  and  fall  the  department  plowed  and  harrowed  the 
victory  gardens.  Also  it  helped  on  the  scrap  metal  and  tin  drives. 

Streets  where  hay  and  small  brush  were  cut  down  with  our 
small  Waverly  tractor  were  as  follows:  Bay  View  Drive,  Lincoln 
Circle,  Bradlee,  Dennison,  Fuller,  Linden,  Ocean,  Phillips  and  Stetson 
Avenues,  Cherry,  Dale,  Essex  and  Salem  Streets,  Allen,  Elmwood, 
Hawthorne,  Manton,  Nason,  Puritan,  Stanley,  Shepard  and  Sumner 
Roads. 

The  shoulders  of  the  road  were  cut  back  about  two  feet  on  the 
following  streets:  Ocean  Avenue  from  Atlantic  to  Bradlee  Avenue, 
Bradlee  from  Atlantic  Avenue  to  Shepard  Road  and  Salem  Street 
from  Humphrey  Street  to  Tedesco  Road  in  Salem. 

In  the  Fall  of  the  year  the  department  is  kept  busy  cleaning 
up  leaves  on  the  streets  that  have  fallen  from  the  trees.  This  is 
done  to  prevent  the  drains  from  clogging  up  causing  serious  floods. 

During  the  months  of  June,  July  and  August  both  Fisherman's 
Beach  and  Whales,  the  latter  being  in  front  of  the  New  Ocean  House 
were  cleaned  every  working  day.  The  beaches  in  front  of  the  Beach 
Club  and  Hotel  Preston  were  cleaned  when  needed. 

The  steps  on  the  Puritan  Road  side  of  Fisherman's  Beach  were 
put  up  on  June  1  and  taken  down  October  11th. 

All  the  Highway  buildings  and  sidewalk  snow  plows  have  been 
repaired  and  painted.  A  new  body  for  our  stone  bogie,  a  body  and 
also  four  poles  for  our  double  team  carts  was  purchased,  also  a  new 
set  of  harness.  Four  new  ventilators  were  put  on  our  sand  shed 
roof  and  one  on  our  oil  shed. 

Our  snow  fighting  equipment  includes:  one  1927  5-ton,  one  1936-5 
ton  and  one  1940  3Mj  ton  White  trucks,  one  1934  IV2  ton  Ford,  one 
5-ton  tractor  bought  in  1927  and  three  sand  spreaders.  All  trucks 
are  equipped  with  removable  bladed  plows  and  the  tractor  has  a 
V  one.  We  have  14  horse  drawn  sidewalk  plows  and  one  large  V 
plow  that  can  be  attached  to  our  large  trucks.  On  hand  at  the  yard 
is  about  425  cubic  yards  of  sand  treated  with  calcium  chloride  to  be 
used  on  slippery  streets. 

Snow  fences  this  year  were  taken  down  in  April  and  put  up 
in  December  as  follows:  Salem  Street,  Crossman  and  Linden  Ave- 
nues, Stanley  and  Sumner  Roads,  Dale  Street  and  Dennison  Avenue. 

All  our  equipment  was  overhauled  and  put  in  good  condition 
for  the  winter.  This  includes  four  trucks,  three  mixers,  catch  basin 
digger,  tractor  and  compressor. 

The  bridge  on  Essex  Street  was  rebuilt  late  this  fall  using  the 
following  material:  6000  board  feet  of  lumber,  4  kegs  of  spikes,  1 
drum  of  emulsion  and  15  XA  tons  of  bituminous  concrete. 

Two  of  the  personnel  of  this  department  have  been  retired  this 
year:  Stephen  Madden  and  Fred  Chapman. 

Two  of  our  men  who  were  on  the  retired  list  passed  away  this 
year:  Patrick  Dunn  and  Edward  Roberts,  Sr. 

In  1931  a  new  barn  was  built  in  the  department  yard  for  the 
horses  but  it  did  not  include  a  locker  room  for  the  men.   Since  that 
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time  the  men  have  been  forced  to  eat  their  noon  lunches  and  keep 
their  rub'ber  coats,  boots  and  clothes  in  the  dryer  room  in  the  base- 
ment. This  is  where  storm  blankets  and  wet  horse  blankets  are 
hung  to  dry,  and  conditions  are  anything  but  sanitary.  I  therefor 
recommend  that  the  Town  build  a  new  locker  room  for  my  men. 

1  wish  to  recommend  that  the  town  resurface  Salem  Street 
from  Humphrey  Street  to  the  State  Road  as  it  is  a  heavy  traveled 
street  and  is  in  very  bad  condition.

Town  Counsel's  Report 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Town  Counsel,  from  January  1, 
1943  up  to  and  including  December  31,  1943. 

I  have  submitted  several  written  opinions  to  the  various  Town 
Departments  during  this  year.  The  increase  in  the  number  of 
opinions  rendered  was  no  doubt  due  in  part  to  war  legislation. 

I  have  tried  and  settled  several  cases  for,  and  in  behalf  of,  the 
Town. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  and  at  your  direction  I  compiled 
and  edited  our  Town  By-Laws  which  compilation  was  submitted  to 
the  Town  Meeting  members  in  pamphlet  form,  Copies  of  these  By- 
Laws  may  be  obtained  at  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for 
the  use  of  the  taxpayers.  This  work  involved  a  large  amount  of  my 
time  as  it  was  not  only  necessary  for  me  to  examine  the  records  of 
the  Town  Clerk  for  the  preceding  sixteen  years,  but  also  to  bring  up 
to  date  the  several  law  citations  contained  therein. 

Trial  has  been  finished  before  the  Commissioners  appointed  by 
the  Superior  Court  in  the  so-called  Danvers  Street  Bridge  case.  This 
Street,  or  Road,  as  it  is  sometimes  called,  was  laid  out  by  a  decree 
of  the  County  Commissioners  in  1847.  Swampscott  was  not  in- 
corporated as  a  town  until  1852.  On  August  24,  1943  the  County 
Commissioners  decreed  that  public  convenience  and  necessity  re- 
quires that  this  Bridge  be  altered  and  made  stronger.  Ninety  per- 
cent of  the  heavy  traffic  over  this  bridge  is  delivered  to  towns  and 
cities  in  Essex  County,  not  including  Swampscott.  Even  if  the  Town 
of  Swampscott  has  heretofore  paid  the  entire  cost  of  the  repairs  in 
this  bridge  nevertheless  it  is  my  opinion  that  it  should  not  continue 
to  do  so  and  the  cost  of  these  alterations  should  be  equitably  appor- 
tioned between  the  County  of  Essex,  the  Boston  and  Maine  R.  R.  and 
the  Town  of  Swampscott.

Gentlemen : 

The  Board  of  Appeals  submits  herewith  its  report  for  the  vear 
1943. 

In  addition  to  hearing  and  disposing  of  two  appeals  in  the 
regular  routine  of  its  business  the  Board  reported  in  writing  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  at  the  latter's  request,  an  inventory  of  its 
equipment  as  of  April  3,  1943;  and  also  on  May  8,  1943  made  a 
detailed  written  report  "as  to  the  hours  of  work  and  compensation 
of  the  personnel  and  a  statement  of  their  duties,  responsibilities, 
training,  experience,  skill  and  ability."  Further,  at  the  request  of 
the  State  Planning  Board,  a  questionnaire  was  answered  and  fur- 
nished as  to  this  Board  of  Appeals,  personnel,  activities  etc.  This 
data  was  furnished  by  all  the  Boards  of  Appeals  within  the  Com- 
monwealth and  the  information  was  used  in  compiling  a  Board  of 
Appeal  number  of  the  State  Planning  Board's  publication  entitled 
"A  Planning  Forum."  This  Board  was  furnished  with  a  copy  of 
such  number.  Copies  of  the  issue  may  be  obtained  at  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Documents  at  the  State  House  or  the  State  Plan- 
ning Board  at  11  Beacon  Street,  Boston. 

On  September  17,  1943  a  hearing  was  held  on  the  petition  of 
Edwin  Johnson  of  1  Arbutus  Road.  Petitioner  sought  to  vary  the 
application  of  the  zoning  by-laws  so  as  to  permit  him  to  relocate 
his  garage  on  Sargent  Road  to  approximately  seven  feet  from  the 
street  line.  After  consideration  the  Board  found  on  all  the  evidence 
that  the  relief  sought  by  the  petitioner  could  not  be  granted  with- 
out substantially  derogating  from  the  intent  and  purpose  of  the  by- 
law and  the  petition  was  unanimously  denied. 

On  November  8,  1943  a  hearing  was  held  on  the  petition  of 
Louise  B.  Marsdale  who  sought  to  vary  the  application  of  the  zoning 
by-law,  known  as  "Lot  Area  Regulations  adopted  May  9,  1939"  so 
as  to  permit  her  to  erect  a  building  designed  as, a  dwelling  on  pre- 
mises located  at  52  Harrison  Avenue,  rear  of  974  Humphrey  Street. 
Question  was  raised  as  to  how  far  this  Board  was  limited  by  these 
"Lot  Area  Regulations"  in  exercising  its  jurisdiction  to  grant  the 
relief  sought.  A  ruling  was  asked  for  and  given  by  George  H.  Lucey. 
Esquire,  Town  Counsel.  His  ruling  was  that  the  Regulation  is  a 
valid  and  legal  amendment  to  the  Town  By-laws  and  that  it  does 
not  illegally  restrict  or  limit  the  powers  conferred  on  the  Board 
of  Appeals  by  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.  After  hearing  and 
consideration  the  Board  found  on  all  the  evidence  that;  (a)  adjoin- 
ing areas  have  previously  been  generally  developed  by  the  construc- 
tion of  houses  on  lots  generally  smaller  than  is  prescribed  by  Lot 
Area  Regulations  (May  9,  1939)  and  the  standard  of  the  neighbor- 
hood so  established  does  not  reasonably  require  a  subdivision  of  the 
applicant's  land  into  lots  as  large  as  is  thereby  prescribed;  and  (b) 
lots  as  large  as  is  prescribed  by  said  Lot  Area  Regulations  would 
not  be  readily  salable  or  advantageously  used  for  building  purposes 
because  of  the  proximity  of  the  land  to  through  ways  bearing  heavy 
traffic  and  to  a  railroad  and  because  of  other  physical  conditions 
and  characteristics  affecting  it  but  not  generally  affecting  the  zon- 
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ing  district  in  which  it  lies;  and  (c)  that  such  special  exception  to 
the  terms  of  said  Regulations  may  be  made  without  substantial 
detriment  to  the  public  welfare  and  that  the  relief  sought  by  the 
petitioner  can  be  granted  without  substantially  derogating  from  the 
intent  and  purpose  of  said  by-law,  and  thereupon  unanimously 
granted  the  petition. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  these  Lot  Area  Regulations 
require  the  Board  of  Appeals  to  make  certain  specific  findings  (as 
above)  before  it  may  exercise  jurisdiction,  irrespective  of  the  gen- 
eral merits  and  justice  of  the  particular  case  involved.  The  recent 
appeal  of  Edith  Childs  which  came  under  these  Regulations  con- 
cerned property  at  the  junction  of  Beverly  and  Shelton  Roads.  Be- 
cause of  the  Board's  inability  to  make  all  of  the  required  findings, 
the  petition  was  denied  and  the  Town  was  put  to  the  expense  of 
unsuccessfully  opposing  an  appeal  to  the  Superior  Court  which  is 
not  limited  by  these  Regulations  but,  according  to  Statute,  shall 
make  such  decree  "as  justice  and  equity  may  require." 

Thus  the  question  presents  itself  as  to  the  desirability  of  amend- 
ing these  Lot  Area  Regulations  in  order  to  permit  the  Board  of  Ap- 
peals, in  cases  affected  thereby,  to  vary  the  application  of  their  re- 
quirements, if  it  can  be  done  without  substantial  detriment  to  the 
public  welfare  and  the  relief  sought  by  the  petitioner  can  be  granted 
without  substantially  derogating  from  the  intent  and  purpose  of  the 
Regulations.  Your  Board  has  no  interest  in  the  matter  other  than 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  taxpayers  to  these  Regulations  and  their 
effect.

Annual  Report  of  Forest  Warden,  1943 


December  28,  1943 

The  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Swampscott,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

The  year  1943  was  a  normal  one  as  far  as  the  number  of  grass 
and  brush  fires  were  concerned.  A  great  deal  of  supervised  burn- 
ing was  done  under  the  fire  department  personnel  for  the  elimina- 
tion of  fire  hazards  and  the  preparation  of  Victory  gardens.  The 
hiring  of  part  time  labor  was  a  serious  problem,  due  to  the  man- 
power shortage. 

One  change  was  made  in  the  fire  permit  law,  Chapter  581,  Sec 
13,  relative  to  the  setting  of  fires  in  the  open  air  by  adding  the 
Executive  Order  No.  12  which  allows  the  burning  of  material  for 
scrap,  such  as  auto  bodies.  The  Order  as  applies  to  this  Town  is. 
"During  the  continuance  of  the  existing  state  of  war,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  any  person,  acting  under  a  written  permit  therefor,  to 
set,  maintain  or  increase  a  fire  in  the  open  air  at  such  times  during 
the  months  of  April  and  May  as  may  be  specified  in  the  said  permit, 
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for  the  sole  purpose  of  burning  automobile  bodies  to  make  scrap 
metals  available  therefrom.  Written  permits  covering  a  period  not 
exceeding  five  days  may  be  granted  by  the  forest  warden  or  chief 

of  the  fire  department  .   Every  such  permit  shall  be  subject  to 

such  conditions  and  restrictions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  officer 
issuing  the  same,  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  life  and  property, 
and  shall  be  revocable  by  the  issuing  officer  at  any  time." 

The  Essex  County  Forest  Warden's  Association  plan  to  hold 
their  annual  meeting  in  Swampscott  in  May  1944.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  may  be  possible  but  with  increased  war  efforts  and  rationing 
it  is  difficult  to  look  too  far  into  the  future.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott: 

The  planning  Board  presents  the  following  report: 

Activities  of  the  Board  relative  to  current  problems  have  been 
limited  in  1943  as  in  the  previous  year  'by  an  almost  complete 
absence  of  real  estate  developments.  Only  one  proposed  subdivision 
of  any  importance  was  submitted  to  the  Board  during  the  year. 

Program  for  Future  Activities 

The  three  points  set  forth  under  this  heading  in  our  1942 
report  have  been  receiving  the  Board's  consideration,  and  remain 
the  basis  for  procedure. 

In  line  with  this  program  and  considering  the  pressing  need 
for  Post  War  planning,  the  Board  is  presenting  to  the  Citizens  of 
Swampscott  an  article  recommending  that  work  be  started  on  the 
development  of  a  Master  Plan.  Such  a  plan  is  essential  to  the  suc- 
cessful development  of  the  community,  and  is  a  stated  requirement 
in  the  planning  act  as  accepted  by  the  Town  (Chapter  41,  General 
Laws  Section  81B).  More  than  fifty  cities  and  towns  in  the  Com- 
monwealth have  completed  this  work. 

In  connection  with  the  preparation  of  the  Master  Plan  further 
study  will  be  given  towards  improving  the  zoning  regulations,  and 
also  the  question  of  long  term  planning.

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Report  of  Committee  on  Town  Hall 


On  June  4,  1940,  the  Town  Moderator,  by  authority  of  a  vote 
passed  under  Article  74  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  that  year, 
appointed  a  committee  "to  study  the  necessity  or  advisability  of 
constructing  an  addition  to  or  extension  of  the  present  town  hall." 

The  appointees  were  Philip  W.  Blood,  Chairman,  Henry  S.  Bald- 
win, Robert  G.  Byrne,  Harry  D.  Linscott,  John  S.  McKenney,  Fred 
E.  Russell,  James  W.  Santry.  Mr.  Byrne  and  Mr.  McKenney  are 
now  in  the  Service. 

The  committee  held  one  or  two  meetings,  but  took  no  action 
and  made  no  report.  It  was  the  opinion  of  its  members  that  to  ex- 
tend the  present  town  hall  would  be  inadvisable. 

The  Planning  Board  for  the  same  year  considered  the  need  for 
additional  space  for  town  administration  and  reported  against  any 
addition  to  the  present  town  hall.   (1940  Town  Report,  Page  155). 

During  the  current  year  the  question  of  the  advisability  of  the 
town's  purchasing  the  Elihu  Thomson  property  at  24  Monument 
Avenue  for  an  administration  building,  has  been  a  topic  of  some 
public  discussion. 

Members  of  this  committee  have  gone  over  the  house.  Mr.  Bald- 
win, who  may  be  said  to  have  first  brought  this  question  before 
the  town,  and  who  has  spent  a  considerable  time  preparing  plans, 
statistics  and  data  concerning  the  house,  has  submitted  these  to 
the  committee. 

The  committee  has  come  to  the  following  conclusions  and  makes 
this  report: 

The  present  town  hall  is  inadequate  for  the  transaction  of 
municipal  business.  It  has  no  sufficient  accommodation  for  the  pub- 
lic to  transact  business  with  town  boards  and  officials.  It  has  no 
adequate  space  for  the  keeping  of  town  records.  It  is  no  longer 
sufficient  or  appropriate  for  the  use  of  town  boards  and  officials. 
As  a  building  it  is  not  conducive  to  the  efficient  administration  of 
town  affairs. 

To  build  an  addition  on  to  the  present  town  hall  would  be 
inadvisable. 

A  new  auditorium  is  not  needed  by  the  town.  If  the  present 
town  hall  were  not  existent,  the  official  needs  of  the  town  for  an 
auditorium  could  be  met  by  having  town  meetings  in  the  auditorium 
of  the  Hadley  School  or  High  School. 

The  town  is  very  much  in  need  of  a  good  administration  build- 
ing and  this  need  will  increase  rather  than  grow  less. 

As  to  the  question  of  the  advisability  of  acquiring  the  Elihu 
Thomson  property,  some  factors  are  in  favor  and  others  against. 

These  include: 

Against: 

The  building  was  built  in  1889  and  thus  is  an  old  structure. 
The  town  would  lose  taxable  property. 
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In  favor: 

The  building  is  a  public  building  rather  than  a  house. 

It  is  built  with  double  brick  walls  with  an  air  space  between, 
durable,  slate  roof,  is  of  the  type  called  mill  construction,  and  its 
construction  probably  is  better  than  many  town  buildings. 

The  building  has  an  adequate  number  of  high-studded,  large 
rooms,  suitable  for  town  offices. 

It  contains  approximately  50*00  square  feet  more  available  floor 
space  than  the  entire  floor  of  the  present  town  hall,  including  the 
auditorium. 

It  is  air  conditioned. 

It  has  two  substantial  General  Electric  oil  heating  boilers  and 
the  heating  system  is  in  every  way  adequate. 

It  is  in  good  condition. 

The  expense  of  installing  a  vault  and  of  adapting  it  for  town 
use  should  not  be  excessive. 

If  it  were  taken  by  the  town,  the  grounds  around  it  could  be 
turned  over  to  the  Park  Department  to  be  cared  for  in  a  way  sim- 
ilar to  the  park  space  on  Monument  Avenue. 

There  doubtless  are  other  considerations  that  might  apply,  both 
against  and  in  favor. 

The  scope  of  the  committee's  authority  does  not  permit  it  to 
make  a  recommendatory  report  on  this  question,  one  way  or  the 
other,  and  it  brings  the  matter  before  the  town  as  any  body  of 
interested  citizens  might  well  do. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  entire  property  could  now 
be  purchased  at  an  extremely  favorable  figure,  and  that  the  trustees 
of  the  Thomson  Estate  would  prefer,  if  possible,  to  have  the  town, 
rather  than  some  private  individual  or  enterprise,  become  the  owner 
of  this  handsome  structure,  which  was  built  with  the  greatest  care, 
with  the  best  materials  available,  and  upon  plans  by  one  of  the  dis- 
tinguished architects  of  the  period. 

The  only  present  purpose  of  the  committee  is  to  endeavor  to 
bring  before  the  town  all  available  facts  concerning  this  property 
in  order  that  it  may  be  fully  and  freely  discussed  and  acted  upon 
by  a  town  meeting. 

To  that  end  the  committee  has  asked  to  haye  placed  in  the 
warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  articles  upon  which  action 
may  be  taken  if  the  town  deems  it  advisable. 

The  committee  now  recommends  that  the  Moderator  forthwith 
appoint  a  committee  of  five  town  meeting  members  to  gather  to- 
gether available  facts  on  the  question  of  the  advisability  of  acquir- 
ing the  Elihu  Thomas  property,  24  Monument  Avenue,  for  municipal 
purposes,  and  to  make  report  and  recommendation  thereon,  such 
report  and  recommendation  to  be  filed  in  time  for  action  thereon 
at  an  adjournment  of  this  Annual  Meeting.

The  Board  of  Public  Welfare  submits  the  following  report  for 
the  year  1943. 

At  the  present  time  we  are  carrying  on  our  rolls  only  unem- 
ployable persons. 

The  people  we  are  aiding  are  physically  unable  to  obtain  em- 
ployment. The  majority  of  them  are  between  the  ages  of  fifty  and 
sixty  four  years. 

As  fast  as  these  people  reach  the  age  of  sixty-five  years,  we 
then  transfer  them  to  our  Old  Age  Assistance  Department,  as  the 
Federal  Government  and  the  State  participate,  along  with  the  town 
in  payments  made  to  recipients  of  this  class. 

Swampscott  administers  assistance  on  a  budgetary  basis,  which 
takes  into  consideration  the  actual  needs  of  the  individual  or  family 
in  relation  to  an  accepted  standard,  and  providing  adequate  assist- 
ance on  such  a  basis  leads  to  fair  distribution  of  agency  funds  and 
conservation  of  the  taxpayers'  money. 

We  wish  to  convey  our  thanks  to  the  Swampscott  Family  Wel- 
fare and  Visiting  Nurse  Association  for  their  fine  cooperation  with 
our  department,  during  the  year. 

As  we  have  been  reimbursed  by  the  State  and  other  cities  and 
towns  and  individuals,  in  the  amount  of  $2,721.83,  the  net  cost  to 
the1  town  is  $10,399.39.  This  is  a  saving  over  the  previous  year  of 
$634.54.

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Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott: 

During  the  past  year,  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance  has 
endeavored  to  render  their  best  service  in  the  interest  of  the  town 
and  in  accordance  with  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment. 

Due  to  changes  resulting  from  the  rising  cost  of  living,  all 
cases  have  been  reviewed  and  adjusted  four  times  this  year. 

The  number  of  cases  as  of  January  1,  1943  was  150;  and  at  the 
close  of  the  year  ending  December  31,  1943,  there  are  134  cases  on 
our  rolls. 

Minimum  grants  subject  to  deductions  of  other  income  and  re- 
sources are  $40.00  for  individuals  living  alone;  $65.00  for  married 
couples,  both  eligible,  living  alone,  or  brothers  and  sisters,  both 
eligible,  living  alone.  The  minimum  for  those  living  in  family  groups 
is  still  $30.00  per  month  subject  to  deduction. 

As  of  September  8,  1943  all  cities  and  town  in  the  Common- 
wealth were  required  by  the  State  Department  to  use  their  budget 
of  Assistance  but  as  we  have  been  doing  this  for  the  past  two  years, 
we  did  not  have  to  change  our  system. 

The  exemptions  on  income  of  legally  liable  relatives  living  apart 
from  Old  Age  Assistance  recipients  are  as  follows: 

Unmarried  child  living  apart  from  parents  $1,150.00 

Married  child  with  no  children  living  apart  from  parents  1,725.00 

Married  child  with  1  child  living  apart  from  parents  2,300.00 

Married  child  with  2  children  living  apart  from  parents  2,875.00 

Married  child  with  3  children  living  apart  from  parents  3,450.00 

Equity  in  real  estate  shall  be  based  on  the  five  year  average, 
and  $3,000  is  clearly  exempt. 

Recovery  may  be  sought  from  a  person  or  his  estate  on  any 
property  not  otherwise  exempted  by  law.  The  State  Department 
must  approve  such  suits. 

Insurance  of  $1,000  or  less,  regardless  of  date  of  issue,  does  not 
disqualify  an  applicant. 

Effective  September  8,  1943,  a  recipient  is  allowed  to  be  out 
of  town  an  indefinite  period  providing  the  visit  is  only  temporary. 

We  are  pleased  to  state  that  practically  all  monies  due  the  town 
have  been  collected.

Public  Library 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Swampscott  Public  Library  sub- 
mits the  following  report  for  the  year  1943. 


Circulation 

In  common  with  libraries  generally  Swampscott  has  had  a  fur- 
ther decrease  in  the  circulation  of  books  and  periodicals  during  1943, 
except  in  November,  when  there  was  an  increase  of  551  over  the 
same  month  in  1942. 

The  greater  number  of  Swampscott  citizens  in  the  armed  serv- 
ices of  our  country,  full  employment  of  men  and  women  in  indus- 
trial and  commercial  lines,  and  the  dim-out  are  the  principal  reasons 
for  this  decline. 
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Our  per  capita  circulation,  however,  continues  to  be  above  the 
minimum  for  libraries  in  our  class,  according  to  the  report  of  the 
American  Library  Association. 

The  details  as  to  circulation  appear  at  the  end  of  this  report. 


Staff  Changes 

We  report  with  regret  the  resignations  of  Mr.  Arthur  H.  Par- 
sons, Jr.,  as  Librarian,  Miss  Greta  Rose,  as  Children's  Librarian, 
Miss  Bernice  Knowles  and  Miss  Gladys  Surette,  as  assistants.  All 
were  trained  librarians  with  experience,  and  they  rendered  excellent 
service  to  our  library. 

Mr.  Parsons  had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  the  library  reach  its 
highest  point  of  efficiency  and  usefulness  under  his  administration. 

Each  of  the  four  members  of  the  staff  left  Swampscott  on  ac- 
count of  a  higher  salary,  which  our  budget  would  not  enable  us 
to  meet. 

We  were  fortunate  in  securing  Miss  Edith  N.  Snow  as  Librarian. 
Her  exceptional  training  and  experience  in  library  science  qualify 
her  to  carry  on  the  excellent  work  of  Mr.  Parsons. 

Mrs.  Daniel  Johnson,  Acting  Children's  Librarian,  Miss  Jean 
Osmond,  Mrs.  H.  D.  Vennard.  and  Mrs.  T.  N.  Condon,  assistant  li- 
brarians, are  fortunate  additions  to  the  staff. 

Five  high  school  girls,  who  can  give  only  part  time  to  library 
work,  are  at  various  stages  of  training  and  are  proving  willing  and 
faithful  substitutes. 

Bookplate 

During  the  year  the  Board  of  Trustees  conducted  a  bookplate 
contest.  The  design  submitted  by  Mr.  W.  T.  Pearson  was  adopted, 
and  is  now  being  used  in  books  bought  from  the  Trust  funds  and  in 
those  received  as  gifts. 


Library  Services 

Interlibrary  Loan  Service  handled  seventy  items.  Half  of  these 
came  from  the  Division  of  Public  Libraries  in  the  Commonwealth, 
many  of  them  being  books  in  Italian. 

Scrapbooks  of  Swampscott  clippings  from  the  Lynn  Item  were 
continued.  One  consists  of  general  Swampscott  news;  the  other  is 
called  "Swampscott  in  the  War."  The  Elihu  Thomson  clippings  were 
made  into  a  scrapbook  for  their  better  preservation. 

The  branch  at  the  Machon  School  was  faithfully  carried  on  by 
Mrs.  Ernest  N.  Jorgensen  and  Mrs.  C.  Hudson  Johnson. 

Collections  were  loaned  to  service  units,  stationed  in  Swamp- 
scott; regular  patrons  of  the  library  were  permitted  to  take  books 
with  them  on  vacation  for  a  longer  period  than  the  usual  two  weeks; 
summer  residents  were  issued  books  upon  payment  of  a  deposit; 
books  were  collected,  sorted,  and  shipped  in  the  Victory  Book  Cam- 
paign. 
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Children's  Room 

Miss  Rose  conducted  during  the  summer  a  reading  club,  called 
the  "Young  Mariners."  Fifty-five  of  the  members  read  ten  or  more 
books  and  each  received  as  a  prize  a  copy  of  the  book,  "The  Flag 
of  Our  Country." 

Story  hours  were  held  monthly,  except  during  the  summer,  with 
an  average  attendance  of  fifty. 

Other  Activities 

Classroom  libraries  have  been  loaned  to  each  of  the  four  ele- 
mentary schools,  the  Hadley  Junior  High  School,  and  St.  John's 
Parochial  School. 

Girl  Scout  books  were  featured  during  "Scout  Week"  by  a  special 
poster. 

The  special  Book  Week  observance  included  a  story  hour  and 
the  introduction  of  the  new  fall  books,  by  Mrs.  Johnson. 

Miss  Snow  and  Miss  Knowles  gave  instructions  in  the  use  of 
the  library  to  150  children  in  the  public  and  parochial  schools. 

Cooperation  of  Other  Town  Departments 

The  Board  of  Trustees  acknowledges  with  gratitude  the  assist- 
ance of  the  Commercial  Department  of  the  High  School  in  mimeo- 
graphing and  of  the  Art  Department  in  supplying  the  striking  sign 
for  the  library  exhibit  at  "Swampscott  Day." 

The  Police  Department  and  the  Town  Accountant's  office  have 
been  most  cooperative,  and  the  Board  thanks  them  both. 

The  Thomson  Estate 

The  need  for  more  room  in  the  library  is  becoming  increasingly 
greater  as  the  years  go  by.  An  addition  within  a  few  years  is  in- 
evitable. Such  an  addition  can  be  built,  of  course,  only  on  that 
part  of  the  Thomson  estate  adjacent  to  the  present  building.  If  the 
Town  purchases  the  Thomson  estate,  that  part  of  it,  extending  along 
Burrill  Street  100  feet  to  the  driveway  and  running  back  110  feet 
to  the  rear  boundary  of  the  present  library  lot,  should  be  reserved 
for  an  addition  to  the  library. 

Gifts  to  the  Library 

Several  gifts  of  unusual  rarity  have  been  made  to  the  library 
during  the  year. 

Mr.  Henry  S.  Baldwin  presented  the  8th  Annual  Report  of  the 
Auditing  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  for  1860. 

From  Mr.  J.  Wendell  P.  Orne  came  an  oil  painting  of  the  fish 
houses  at  King's  Beach  about  1870. 

Mrs.  Mabel  Ward  Rudd  gave  four  volumes  of  poems  written 
by  her.  These  are  a  welcome  addition  to  the  collection  of  .writings 
by  Swampscott  authors.

Board  of  Health 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

A  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  board  became  necessary 
through  the  enlistment  of  Dr.  Chester  P.  Brown  in  the  military 
branch  of  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service.  H.  Allen  Durkee 
was  unanimously  appointed  a  military  substitute  to  fill  the  vacancy 
in  the  board. 

There  were  91  less  communicable  diseases  reported  during  the 
past  year  than  during  the  year  1942.  Chicken  pox,  German  Measles 
and  Measles  were  the  prevalent  diseases.  One  case  of  Anterior 
Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis),  2  cases  of  Spinal  Meningitis,  2 
cases  of  Meningitis  (Other  Forms)  and  3  cases  of  Septic  Sore  Throat 
were  reported  during  the  year.    There  was  1  death  from  Spinal 
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Meningitis  and  1  case  of  Septic  Sore  Throat  died  before  a  bacteri- 
ological examination  could  be  made  and  the  diagnosis  confirmed. 

Six  new  cases  of  pulmonary  and  1  case  of  non-pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis were  reported  the  past  year.  Four  patients  were  admitted 
to  Essex  Sanatorium  and  1  to  Lakeville  Sanatorium  for  treatment. 
Five  patients  were  discharged  from  the  Essex  Sanatorium  to  con- 
tinue treatment  at  home.  One  death  occurred  from  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis. There  are  4  patients  receiving  sanatorium  care  at  the  pres- 
ent time. 

One  hundred  eight  pupils  in  Grade  XI  and  2  pupils  in  Grade  X 
at  the  Phillips  High  School  were  given  the  tuberculin  patch  test 
and  3  new  cases  of  childhood-type  of  tuberculosis  were  found.  Those 
cases  are  now  under  the  supervision  of  this  department. 

Thirty-six  residents  and  5  non-residents  were  bitten  by  dogs 
during  the  year  1943.  None  of  the  cases  required  the  giving  of  anti- 
rabic  treatments.  One  hundred  and  ten  dogs  were  inoculated  against 
rabies  at  the  free  clinics  held  under  the  supervision  of  the  depart- 
ment and  139  owners  reported  that  their  dogs  had  been  privately 
inoculated. 

The  mosquito  breeding  places  were  drained  and  oiled  again  this 
year  under  the  supervision  of  Frederick  Burk.  The  connection  of 
the  Army  barracks  adjoining  Palmers  Pond  with  the  public  sewer 
eliminated  the  danger  of  the  water  of  the  pond  becoming  polluted 
with  sewage  but  the  situation,  so  far  as  the  breeding  of  mosquitoes 
is  concerned,  is  very  bad  and  a  constant  menace  to  the  health  of 
the  soldiers  occupying  the  barracks  and  something  should  be  done 
to  abate  the  conditions  existing  in  the  pond.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  pond  is  one  of  the  Great  Ponds  of  Massachusetts  we  feel 
that  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works,  who  have  jurisdiction 
over  such  ponds,  should  be  required  to  assume  responsibility  for  the 
abatement  of  existing  conditions  and  we  according  recommend  that 
the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Town  Counsel  for  study  and  such  ac- 
tion, legislative  or  otherwise,  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  bring 
about  the  abatement  of  the  nuisance. 

We  feel  that  the  collections  of  ashes,  garbage  and  rubbish  have 
been  as  satisfactory  as  could  be  expected  in  view  of  the  many  prob- 
lems with  which  the  contractor  has  had  to  contend  during  the  year. 
In  order  to  comply  with  the  directions  and  requests  of  the  various 
government  agencies  it  has  been  necessary  to  eliminate  the  collec- 
tion of  bulky  waste  material  in  order  to  lessen  the  number  of  trips 
to  the  dump  and  to  conserve  tires.  The  complete  separation  of  paper 
from  the  ashes,  tin  cans  and  other  non-combustible  material  was 
made  necessary  by  mandates  of  the  government  and  the  community 
in  which  the  said  material  was  being  deposited.  The  draft,  shortage 
of  gas,  tires  and  labor  of  this  type  do  not  present  a  very  promising 
outlook  for  the  ensuing  year  but  we  are  satisfied  that  the  contractor 
will  do  everything  within  his  power  to  maintain  his  usual  service. 
At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  arrangements 
were  made  for  the  dumping  of  all  ashes  and  other  usuable  material 
at  Phillips  Park  to  be  used  for  filling.  Full  responsibilty  for  the 
care  of  the  material  being  assumed  by  the  Commissioners. 

The  following  rule  and  regulation  was  unanimously  adopted  by 
the  Board  for  the  Town  of  Swampscott: 

No  child  shall  be  admitted  to  the  public  schools  of  the 
Town  of  Swampscott  unless  he  or  she  presents  a  certificate 
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signed  by  a  registered  physician  stating  that  he  or  she  has 
been  successfully  vaccinated;  that  his  or  her  physical  con- 
dition is  such  that  he  or  she  is  not  a  fit  subject  for  vac- 
cination; or,  a  certificate  stating  that  he  or  she  has  been 
vaccinated  three  times  unsuccessfully.  A  child  presenting 
a  certificate  of  physical  unfitness  shall  renew  the  same 
every  2  months  or  at  such  other  time  as  the  members  of  the 
Board  or  Health  Officer  may  deem  necessary.  A  child  who 
fails  to  present  a  new  certificate  upon  request  shall  not 
be  excluded  from  school  until  a  period  of  two  weeks  has 
elapsed  from  the  date  set  for  the  filing  of  the  new  certi- 
ficate. A  child  presenting  a  certificate  of  three  unsuccess- 
ful vaccinations  may  attend  school  during  the  school  term 
for  which  the  certificate  is  presented  but  he  or  she  shall  not 
be  re-admitted  for  another  term  until  he  or  she  has  pres- 
ented a  certificate  signed  by  a  registered  physician  stating 
that  he  or  she  has  again  been  unsuccessfully  vaccinated. 

A  detailed  report  of  the  work  of  the  department  will  be  found 
in  the  reports  of  our  various  officers.

REMARKS 
Personnel 

Three  members  of  the  department  are  serving  in  the  United 
States  Armed  Forces:  Patrolman  John  P.  Costin  in  the  Coast  Guard, 
Patrolman  Robert  L.  Cunningham  in  the  Army  Air,  Corps  Transport 
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Division,  and  Reserve  Officer  Leon  Pappas  in  the  Army  Infantry 
Division. 

There  is  a  vacancy  in  the  position  of  permanent  chief  of  police, 
resulting  from  the  resignation  of  Walter  F.  Reeves. 

Edward  P.  Carroll,  who  served  as  a  military  substitute  perma- 
nent patrolman  for  more  than  fifteen  months,  resigned  to  accept  a 
permanent  appointment  elsewhere.  This  leaves  a  temporary  vacancy 
in  the  regular  force. 

William  A.  Hinch  was  appointed  a  military  substitute  perma- 
nent patrolman  to  serve  during  the  absence  of  Robert  L.  Cunningham. 

Crime 

Twenty-seven  arrests  were  made  during  the  year.  This  is  the 
lowest  number  of  arrests  on  record,  according  to  department  statis- 
tics dating  back  to  1910. 

The  amount  of  property  reported  stolen  and  not  recovered  totals 
$980t.00,  the  lowest  figure  on  record. 

Co-operation 

Since  my  appointment  as  Acting  Chief  of  Police,  I  have  devoted 
my  whole  time  to  the  duties  of  the  office  and  have  received  the  co- 
operation of  every  member  of  the  department.  The  morale  and  dis- 
cipline of  the  men  are  excellent. 

In  the  closing  of  the  local  report  center,  a  telephone  was  in- 
stalled in  police  headquarters.  Messages  from  the  warning  center 
are  received  by  members  of  this  department. 

A  second  additional  telephone,  an  extension  to  the  main  line  at 
the  central  fire  station,  has  been  installed  and  is  in  use  in  an  emer- 
gency when  the  fire  station  is  not  manned. 

Repairs  to  Headquarters 

Several  necessary  repairs  and  alterations  have  been  made  to  the 
police  station.  Fluorescent  lighting  fixtures  have  been  purchased  for 
the  main  floor,  to  replace  the  present  system  of  lighting  which  is 
impractical.  Fixtures  in  two  of  the  offices  require  current  of  three 
hundred  watts.  The  installation  of  the  fluorescent  lanrps  will  provide 
better  illumination  at  less  cost.  An  electric  light  switch  which  was  in 
the  rear  of  the  garage  since  the  building  was  remodeled  several 
years  ago  has  been  installed  more  conveniently  at  the  entrance.  The 
station  is  being  repainted  throughout. 

Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers,  a 
fixed  connection  has  been  installed  for  emergency  lighting.  In  the 
past,  the  department  has  found  it  necessary  to  use  candlelight  when 
electricity  has  not  been  available.  With  the  emergency  equipment, 
excellent  lighting  is  provided  without  delay. 

Insurance  on  Police  Cars 

I  have  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  all  police 
motor  vehicles  be  covered  by  liability  insurance,  to  protect  both  the 
town  and  the  employees  of  the  department  operating  such  vehicles. 
Motor  vehicles  owned  by  the  department  are  not  subject  to  the  law 
requiring  compulsory  liability  insurance.  However,  I  feel  that  it 
would  be  to  the  best  interests  of  the  town  to  have  liability  coverage

on  all  police  motor  vehicles.  In  the  past,  it  has  been  customary  for 
the  department  to  insure  only  the  car  used  by  the  chief  of  police. 

Receipts 

A  total  of  1258  bicycles  were  registered.  Licenses  to  carry  a 
pistol  or  revolver  were  issued  to  112  citizens.  Receipts  totaling 
$372.42  were  paid  to  the  town  collector.

This  is  the  seventh  annual  report  of  the  Retirement  Board. 

Due  to  the  state  of  the  bond  market,  the  Board  has  confined  its 
last  investment  to  government  bonds.  The  interest  yield  is  as  high 
as  might  be  realized  by  purchase  of  utilities.  This  policy  is  recom- 
mended by  bankers,  and  avoids  loss  through  the  calling  of  bonds. 

The  continuous  high  rate  of  withdrawals  has  prevented  a  normal 
increase  in  invested  assets. 

There  were  two  retirements  in  1943:  Fred  Chapman  and  John  A. 
Ralph. 

One  pensioner  died:  Jefferson  G.  Owens,  Sr. 

Ten  members  have  withdrawn  and  fifteen  new  members  have 
been  accepted.

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Report  of  the  Park  Department 


During  1943,  no  new  projects  were  undertaken  by  the  Park  De- 
partment, due  to  the  lack  of  man  power  and  a  very  curtailed  budget. 

About  all  that  could  be  done,  was  to  barely  maintain  the  various 
parks  and  playgrounds  in  reasonable  condition. 

The  regular  Spraying  and  Moth-Control  Work  demanded  by  the 
State  was  done,  but  due  to  insufficient  help — took  longer  than  usual. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  excellent  work  of  Miss  Florence 
Melanson  as  Lifeguard  and  of  Patrolman  Gallup  at  Blaney  Beach. 
We  also  wish  to  thank  the  Lions  Club  for  their  fine  community  spirit 
in  maintaining  the  First  Aid  Room  at  the  Beach.  This  First  Aid 
Room  was  manned  by  a  fine  staff  under  the  very  able  direction  of 
Mrs.  John  T.  Lee  and  they  were  kept  busy  throughout  the  summer. 
Acknowledgment  is  also  made  to  the  fine  co-operation  of  the  Lynn 
Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross  in  loaning  of  equipment  for 
the  First  Aid  Room. 

A  large  American  Flag  was  given  to  the  Park  Department  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  F.  H.  Gage.  This  was  a  most  welcome  gift,  as  our 
flags  are  seeing  rough  service  during  this  war  period. 

The  Department  extends  its  thanks,  also,  to  Dr.  and  Mrs.  J.  R. 
Walsh  for  their  gift  of  a  flowering  Crabapple  Tree;  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
C.  E.  Bradley  for  a  group  of  Forsythias  and  a  large  Blue  Spruce; 
and  to  Mr.  Handley,  Cemetery  Superintendent,  for  assorted  shrubs. 

Looking  to  the  future,  we  have  several  projects  planned  for  in- 
creased recreational  facilities  in  line  with  the  State  Recreation  Com- 
mission plans.  These  projects  can  also  furnish  work  for  returned 
soldiers  as  part  of  a  rehabilitation  plan. 

We  should  like  to  see  more  active  co-operation  between  citizen's 
organizations;  such  as,  the  Parent-Teachers,  the  Churches  Fraternal 
Groups  and  Civic  Groups,  and  the  Park  Department  in  securing — 
for  youth  and  adult  alike — better  recreational  facilities. 

In  the  Phillips  Beach  Section  there  is  no  place  for  children  to 
play,  outside  of  a  very  few  vacant  lots.  This  could  be  remedied  by 
the  securing  of  a  portion  of  the  Palmer  Estate,  now  in  the  process 
of  development,  for  a  playground. 

On.  the  Whitney  Estate,  are  a  couple  of  ideal  ponds  for  children 
to  skate  upon.  "Jimmies"  pond,  near  the  standpipe,  is  another  pond 
ideal  for  small  children  and  located  near  the  new  development  at 
that  end  of  the  Town.  With  very  little  work  and  maintenance  needed, 
these  places  could  be  utilized  by  many  children  in  these  sections  who 
are  now  too  far  away  from  other  facilities. 

Phillips  Park  is  now  at  the  point  where  final  grading  and  finish- 
ing are  all  that  are  needed  to  produce  a  really  good  baseball  field; 
a  fine  football  practice  and  playing  field;  and  an  adequate  field  hock- 
ey area.  Only  a  comparatively  small  amount  of  money  is  neces- 
sary to  produce  so  much  needed  play  space.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  School  Committee  submits  the  following  report  for  the 
year  1943: 

The  real  purpose  of  a  School  Committee's  report  is  to  give  a 
clear  and  concise  record  of  the  year's  accomplishment.  It  is  not  to 
theorize  or  to  indulge  in  idealistic  visions.  However,  standing  on 
the  brink  of  a  New  Year  and  overlooking  the  panorama  of  the  past 
year,  one  is  conscious  of  a  psychological  something,  which  has  noth- 
ing to  do  with  cold  facts,  but  which  does  have  a  definite  significance. 
This  ''something"  is  the  calm  with  which  the  School  System  has  ac- 
cepted the  changes,  irregularities,  and  inconveniences  necessitated  by 
the  war  program. 

Last  year  was  a  year  of  questioning;  this  year  has  been  one 
of  complete  understanding  of  the  necessary  changes.  This  attitude 
has  been  reflected  very  definitely  in  the  schools,  and  has  been  ex- 
ceedingly beneficial  in  its  effect  on  the  students.  Short  hours  due 
to  rationing;  changes  in  schedules  at  the  High  School  to  conserve 
heat;  earlier  graduation;  changes  in  the  Christmas  vacation  to  en- 
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able  High  School  students  to  work;  and  cooperation  with  the  Scouts 
in  the  potato  harvesting  are  all  iregularities  which  have  meant  more 
work  for  the  teachers.  They  have  accepted  it  cheerfully  and  with 
understanding.  The  town  has  reason  to  be  proud  of  this  same  spirit 
of  generous  cooperation  throughout  the  entire  personnel. 

The  following  monthly  school  record  will  give  a  clear  account 
of  the  school  year  and  will  avoid  duplication  of  those  items  covered 
in  the  report  of  the  superintendent. 

January 

Adult  Alien  classes  were  discontinued. 

Plans  were  formulated  for  the  conversion  of  the  High  School 

to  coal  if  necessary. 
Physical  training  courses  and  a  course  in  Elementary  Machines 

were  under  way. 
$15,069.20  was  returned  to  the  Town  from  the  General  School 

Fund  for  1942. 
It  was  decided  to  keep  football  competition  in  its  own  class. 

February 

The  Finance  Committee  accepted  the  budget  as  submitted. 
Schools  were  closed  for  rationing. 

March 

The  Navy  was  granted  the  use  of  the  High  School  for  V-12 
examinations. 

The  conversion  from  oil  to  coal  in  the  High  School  was  com- 
pleted. 

High  School  students  were  notified  that  outside  dances  could 
not  be  run  as  High  School  dances. 

April 

The  rate  of  $1.00  an  hour  was  set  for  janitors'  overtime  work. 
The  High  School  was  reported  to  be  operating  on  coal  very 

satisfactorily. 
It  was  decided  to  grant  war  diplomas. 

May 

A  pre-induction  course  of  study  was  reported  as  under  way. 
Theodore  Nordin  was  awarded  the  contract  for  painting  the  High 
School. 

The  Alumni  Scholarship  was  awarded  to  Lillian  Manchin. 

The  Alumni  Fund  was  invested  in  United  States  Savings  Bonds. 
At  the  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Scholarship  Committee,  it  was 
pointed  out  by  Mr.  Young,  that  the  amount  given  for 
scholarships  exceeds  the  present  income  of  the  fund.  This 
matter,  having  'been  thoroughly  discussed  previously,  the 
committee  voted  to  instruct  the  Town  Treasurer  to  invest 
$4,000  of  the  High  School  Alumni  Fund  in  Series  G  United 
States  Savings  Bonds  on  or  as  soon  as  possible  after  July  1. 
This  was  done  and  the  bonds  are  in  the  possession  of  the 
Town  Treasurer. 

Miss  Jean  Allan  was  granted  leave  of  absence. 
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June 

The  number  of  Miss  Anne  Linscott's  speech  correction  classes 
was  increased. 

Regulations   covering    Diplomas    and    War    Certificates  were 
adopted. 

September 

The  flag  salute  was  changed. 

In  view  of  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  invalidating 
the  compulsory  element  in  the  statutes  requiring  pupils  and 
teachers  to  salute  the  flag,  the  School  Committee  had  no 
alternative  but  to  vote  to  amend  the  regulations,  Chapter  2 
Section  5,  by  eliminating  the  entire  section  as  it  then  ex- 
isted, due  to  an  amendment  on  September  4,  1935,  and  to 
substitute  the  original  wording  of  this  section,  as  follows: 
"The  morning  exercises  of  the  schools  shall  begin  with 
the  reading,  without  note  or  comment,  of  a  selection  from 
the  Bible  as  required  by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and,  in  the  elementary  schools  with  the  salute  to  the  flag. 
In  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  the  salute  to  the  flag 
shall  be  given  at  all  assemblies.  The  United  States  flag 
shall  be  displayed  in  each  classroom  or  other  room  where 
opening  exercises  are  held." 

High  School  boys  were  permitted  to  help  in  potato  harvesting. 

October 

The  School  calendar  was  arranged  to  allow  students  to  work 

during  the  Christmas  holidays. 
Diploma  credits  for  outside  music  were  discontinued. 
It  was  voted  to  flame-proof  all  school  auditorium  curtains. 

November 

Definite  plans  were  made  for  the  band. 

In  November  the  chairman  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Band 
Parents'  Association.  There  was  considerable  misunder- 
standing of  facts  and  finances  in  connection  with  the  band 
and  orchestra,  and  also  of  the  committee's  attitude  toward 
the  band.  In  an  open  discussion  the  chairman  endeavored 
to  make  it  clear  that  the  expenditures  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee were  limited  to  certain  definite  items  by  State  reg- 
ulation, and  that,  while  the  committee  intended  to  be  co- 
operative, in  what  ever  way  they  could  to  aid  in  the  suc- 
cess of  the  band,  their  financial  assistance  had  to  be  of 
the  specific  kind  prescribed  by  State  legislation. 
The  Band  Parents'  Association  have  given  much  time  and 
thought  to  enlarging  and  improving  the  appearance  of  the 
band,  and  its  constructive  ideas  should  be  of  great  help  in 
the  future  of  the  organization.  In  cooperation  with  the 
High  School  authorities  and  Mr.  Marino,  their  enthusiastic 
support  is  most  welcome  and  should  prove  invaluable. 
To  assist  in  the  plans  of  the  Band  Parents'  Association,  the 
School  Committee,  at  the  next  meeting,  voted  to  request 
Mr.  Marino  to  have  definite  rehearsals  in  instrumental  mu- 
sic to  be  held  at  least  three  or  four  times  a  week  regularly 
throughout  the  year,  and  to  expend  whatever  reasonable 
sum  is  necessary  for  musical  instruments,  the  total  this 
year  not  to  exceed  $500.00.   This  sum  does  not  include  the 
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amounts  already  spent  for  music  and  the  repair  of  instru- 
ments. 

December 

The  Boy  Scouts  were  granted  the  use  of  the  High  School  gym- 
nasium. 

The  Committee  conferred  with  the  Park  Department. 

Iln  November  the  wooden  bleachers  at  Blocksidge  Field  were 
condemned  and  torn  down.  On  December  7th,  Mr.  Mansur, 
Mrs.  Morse,  and  Mr.  Burdett  met  with  Mr.  Lindsey  and 
Mr.  Burk  of  the  Park  Department  to  consider  the  question 
of  new  bleachers. 

Through  the  efficiency  of  the  Park  Department  some  por- 
table bleachers  had  already  been  located  and  needed  only  a 
financial  binder  to  hold  them  for  action  by  the  Town  Meet- 
ing. As  a  result  of  this  conference,  the  Athletic  Association 
of  the  High  School  was  authorized  to  provide  funds  up  to 
$200  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  option. 
It  developed  during  the  conference  that  the  Park  Commission 
must,  within  the  next  year,  provide  suitable  toilet  facilities 
at  the  field,  and  are  proposing  the  erection  of  a  building  for 
this  purpose,  the  building  to  be  later  expanded  to  provide 
locker  facilities  at  the  field.  Those  present  at  the  confer- 
ence were  favorable  to  this  building  project.  The  sentiment 
of  the  School  Committee  was  that  the  proposed  projects 
are  necessary  for  the  proper  equipment  of  the  field,  and 
that  the  School  Committee  would  support  the  project.  The 
Committee  hopes  that  the  townspeople  will  feel  that  the 
time  has  come  when  a  field  house  is  a  necessity  and  that 
they,  too,  will  support  any  reasonable  and  intelligent  plan 
offered  by  the  Park  Department. 

This  record,  in  conjunction  with  the  report  of  the  superinten- 
dent, covers  the  problems  handled  directly  by  the  School  Commit- 
tee. There  are  other  sides  of  school  business,  however,  which  con- 
tribute very  materially  to  the  success  of  a  school.  They  should  not 
be  omitted  in  any  full  report.  We  refer  to  the  extra  curricula  ac- 
tivities. 

The  athletic  program  comes  to  mind  first,  because  of  the  foot- 
ball team,  which  has  reached  the  top  this  year,  and  of  which  we  are 
so  very  proud.  The  other  athletic  activities  have  been  carried  on 
during  the  year  under  enthusiastic  instructors,  and,  inspite  of  limited 
facilities,  have  given  opportunity  for  each  and  every  student  to  fit 
in  somewhere. 

The  opera,  which  has  been  given  for  a  number  of  years  by 
students  of  the  High  School,  had  to  be  omitted  this  year.  This 
was  due  partlv  to  the  lack  of  suitable  voices,  and  partly  to  lack  of 
fuel  at  the  High  School.  However,  Mr.  Henshaw.  with  the  assist- 
ance of  Mr.  Mansur,  is  directing  a  very  delightful  play,  which  has 
already  been  given  for  the  school,  and  which  will  be  repeated  at  a 
public  performance  in  March. 

Miss  Nazarian,  our  music  director,  is  taking  large  groups  of 
children  to  the  Symphony  Concerts  in  Boston.  With  generous  mo- 
thers aiding  in  the  chaperoning  and  transportation,  it  still  remains 
an  overwhelming  task,  which  would  be  undertaken  only  by  a  person 
of  courage  and  with  a  deep  interest  in  her  work. 

We  touch  upon  these  particular  subjects  because  this  type  of 
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interest  on  the  part  of  the  faculty  is  the  rule  rather  than  the  ex- 
ception, and  is  often  known  to  the  public  only  if  their  own  children 
are  involved. 

Our  outstanding  feat  of  the  year  is  the  sale  of  War  Bonds  and 
Stamps.  With  every  advertising  medium  of  the  home  front  directed 
toward  the  sale  of  Bonds  and  Stamps,  we  feel  very  proud  of  our 
own  splendid  record.  The  Swampscott  Schools  are  certainly  pulling 
their  share  of  the  load. 

There  is  another  branch  of  the  School  System  that  deserves 
commendation.  We  refer  to  the  efficient  management  of  the  cafe- 
terias. These  are  operated  under  the  capable  direction  of  the  dieti- 
cians and  their  assistants.  Only  those  who  have  to  compete  with 
food  shortages,  rising  costs,  and  ration  stamps  of  changing  size, 
color,  and  value,  can  appreciate  what  it  means  to  try  to  serve  satis- 
factory, well-balanced  meals.  This  is  not  only  done,  but  the  ac- 
counts show  a  surprising  cash  balance. 

The  usual  fall  inspection  found  the  buildings  in  excellent  con- 
dition, although  the  janitors  had  been  handicapped  by  losses  in 
their  personnel. 

The  systematic  plan  of  repair  and  renovation  is  going  on  and 
has  proved  to  be  the  most  economical  way  of  keeping  the  buildings 
in  good  condition. 

Our  budget,  the  largest  in  the  town,  is  considered  carefully  ev- 
ery month  and  we  feel  that  every  dollar  is  being  used  to  the  limit 
of  its  purchasing  power.  We  are  keeping  up  the  standards  of  our 
schools,  despite  the  necessary,  but  disturbing  interruptions.  For- 
tunately we  have  a  superintendent  who  looks  at  each  problem  with 
the  question  in  mind,  "How  can  it  be  solved  to  work  under  the 
present  war  conditions,  and  also  to  fit  into  the  post  war  plans?" 
In  other  words  he  has  vision. 

The  committee  has  tried  to  help  him  meet  the  challenge  of 
the  times.  The  members,  themselves,  have  tried  undividually  to 
meet  the  demands  of  war,  and  to  begin  to  plan  for  post-war  educa- 
tion. These  plans  are  important,  but  perhaps  it  is  more  important 
to  face  1944  with  its  inevitable  complexities  with  that  same  calm 
that  helped  to  carry  on  through  the  difficult  year  of  1943.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee  of  Swampscott 

Mrs.  Morse  and  Gentlemen: 

Probably  there  has  never  been  a  year  in  the  history  of  the 
public  schools  of  Swampscott  when  conditions  have  made  necessary 
living  and  acting  from  moment  to  moment  more  than  during  the 
present  year,  at  least  so  far  as  administrative  planning  has  been 
concerned.  In  meeting  such  conditions  every  possible  means  has 
been  taken  to  prevent  unfavorable  reactions  upon  educational  proce- 
dures, and  to  keep  spur-of-the-moment  adjustments  from  interfer- 
ing with  normal  pupil  school  life. 

Insofar  as  the  elementary  schools  were  concerned — and  I  think, 
too,  the  Junior  High  School — the  measures  taken  seem  to  have 
been  reasonably  successful,  but  the  High  School  was  without  ques- 
tion considerably  disturbed.   This  was  inevitable. 


In  the  first  place,  we  were  confronted  with  an  oil  shortage,  and 
the  High  School  burned  oil.  Early  in  the  year  we  were  ordered  by 
the  Federal  authorities  to  convert  the  oil  plant  to  a  coal  burning 
outfit,  and  steps  were  taken  at  once  to  comply.  However,  the  amount 
of  oil  that  we  could  have  before  conversion  could  be  completed 
obviously  was  too  little  to  operate  the  school.  Sessions  were,  there- 
fore, shortened  an  hour  a  day  through  mid-winter,  and  all  activities 
requiring  additional  use  of  the  building  were  eliminated  unless  di- 
rectly connected  with  the  life  of  the  school. 

By  mid-March  we  had  converted  two  boilers  and  we  were  oper- 
ating on  coal.  The  heating  plant  carried  the  building  under  normal 
winter  conditions  with  this  equipment.  However,  the  maximum 
amount  of  coal  that  we  can  carry  in  bins  is  about  seven  tons,  and 
we  burn  about  two  tons  a  day.  It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  any 
failure  in  coal  supply,  or  any  delay  in  deliveries,  will  leave  us  in  a 
difficult  position.   Moreover,  the  problem  of  protecting  the  building 
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through  an  extremely  cold  night  without  a  night  firemen  causes  some 
concern.  The  fact  that  coal  firing  requires  the  constant  attention  of 
one  man  during  the  day  has  already  made  necessary  the  employment 
of  an  additional  man. 

Rationing  Registrations 

In  February,  and  again  in  October,  our  teachers  were  enlisted 
for  the  issuance  of  War  Ration  Books  Two  and  Four.  Schools  were 
closed  for  the  purpose  for  a  week  during  the  first  registration,  but 
in  October  the  work  was  all  done  during  afternoon  hours  with  only 
a  shortening  of  the  school  day.  Nearly  eleven  thousand  books  were 
issued  on  each  occasion. 


Changes  in  School  Calendar 

To  meet  the  statute  requirements  for  days  of  school,  the  April 
vacation  was  eliminated  entirely  for  the  High  School.  By  this  means 
we  gained  back  several  days,  to  replace  those  lost  through  the  ra- 
tioning programs  and  by  the  extreme  cold  weather  that  forced  can- 
celling of  sessions  in  January  and  February.  The  Senior  class  at 
the  High  School  was  graduated  on  May  19th,  the  purpose  being  to 
free  pupils  for  war  employment.  For  the  same  reason  the  Christmas 
holidays  were  made  to  run  from  December  15th  to  December  28th, 
instead  of  extending  into  the  New  Year. 


Employees  in  the  Armed  Services 

Early  in  January  Mr.  Howard  Batchelder  of  the  High  School 
faculty  was  commissioned  in  the  Navy.  During  the  summer  Wendell 
Jones,  a  janitor  at  the  Junior  High  School,  was  called  to  the  Army 
through  the  draft.  In  each  case  the  positions  have  been  filled  by 
military  substitutes,  and  those  leaving  have  been  given  leave  of 
absence. 

Janitorial  Force 

The  problem  of  finding  satisfactory  and  capable  men  to  be 
janitors  has  been  acute.  We  have  had  to  employ,  and  break  in  to 
their  duties,  no  less  than  five  new  men  as  janitors  within  the  twelve 
months.  Primary  causes  were  illness  and  the  draft.  One  of  these 
served  less  than  a  month  and  found  the  work  too  strenuous  for 
his  health.  Another  became  seriously  ill  and  has  been  under  medical 
care  for  several  months.  The  other  three  are  now  becoming  well 
accustomed  to  their  work. 

The  tendency  is  to  look  upon  the  job  of  a  janitor  as  more  or 
less  of  a  sinecure.  Such  is  certainly  not  the  case.  To  give  a  build- 
ing the  care  it  needs,  to  operate  efficiently  a  heating  plant  so  as  to 
keep  a  building  not  only  warm  but  safe,  to  assume  the  responsibility 
for  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of  public  property  and  to  conserve  it 
efficiently,  requires  as  a  building  custodian  an  active,  alert,  intel- 
ligent young  man  of  some  mechanical  ability  who  is  not  intent  upon 
sparing  himself.  Unless  older  men  have  been  brought  up  on  the 
job,  they  too  often  find  the  long  hours  of  work  and  the  responsibi- 
lities of  heads  of  buildings  taxing  beyond  their  strength,  although 
we  fortunately  now  have  several  recently  employed  older  men  serv- 
ing as  assistants  and  doing  very  well  at  it.  Our  head  janitors,  how- 
ever, are  all  comparatively  young  men  who  are  able  and  loyal,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  may  be  allowed  to  continue  in  their  status 
of  essential  civilian  employees. 
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Speech  Correction 

Perhaps  the  most  outstanding  move  in  the  matter  of  curriculum 
during  the  year  has  been  the  recognition  of  the  need  for  speech 
improvement  and  correction  by  the  employment  of  Miss  Anne  Lin- 
scott  as  a  full-time  teacher. 

It  is  rather  interesting  that  so  obvious  a  physical  disability  as 
a  speech  defect  has  received  so  little  attention  in  public  education 
until  comparatively  recently,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  nearly  every 
other  conceivable  defect  has  received  attention  for  years.  A  survey 
of  our  own  schools  last  spring  revealed  the  fact  that  in  the  elemen- 
tary and  junior  high  schools  alone  nearly  seven  percent  of  the  pu- 
pils showed  distinct  speech  difficulties  of  the  nature  of  stammering, 
lisping,  inability  to  pronounce  certain  letters,  indistinct  enunciation, 
etc.,  all  serious  enough  to  be  handicaps  and  to  require  attention.  This 
condition  led  to  your  election  of  Miss  Linscott  in  November  to  give 
full  time  to  the  individual  speech  needs  of  the  pupils  in  question. 

Diplomas 

We  were  confronted  early  in  the  year  with  the  question  of  how 
to  deal  in  the  fairest  way  with  those  boys  who  were  required  to 
leave  school  to  enter  the  armed  services.  After  consideration  of 
several  individual  cases  and  an  examination  of  the  practices  else- 
where, your  Committee  adopted  the  following  regulations: 

1.  A  regular  diploma  will  be  granted  to  those  members  of  the 
Senior  Class  who  remain  in  school  and  graduate. 

2.  War  Diplomas  will  be  given  to  those  members  of  the  Senior 
Class  in  good  standing  (meaning  that  they  are  at  the  moment  ot 
leaving  candidates  for  a  regular  diploma)  if  they  enter  the  service 
on  or  after  January  1,  of  the  school  year  in  question. 

3.  War  Emergency  Certificates  will  be  granted  to  all  other  boys 
who  leave  school  to  enter  the  service,  this  to  include: 

a.  Those  not  members  of  the  Senior  Class. 

b.  Pupils  in  the  Senior  Class  not  passing  sufficient  credits 
on  the  date  on  which  they  enter  the  service  to  entitle 
them  to  a  regular  diploma  if  the  same  condition  should 
exist  in  June. 

c.  Those  who  leave  before  January  1,  regardless  of  their 
standing. 

War  Bonds  and  Stamps 

We  have  tried  to  concentrate  the  attention  of  our  pupils  on  car- 
rying out  intensively  two  or  three  war  activities  rather  than  on  at- 
tempting a  great  number  feebly  and  possibly  ineffectively.  The  most 
active  participation  has  been  in  the  purchase  and  sale  of  War  Bonds 
and  Stamps.  In  this  connection,  we  have  tied  in  closely  with  the 
local  Committee  headed  by  Mr.  Carl  Perry.  Whenever  special  local 
drives  have  been  underway,  pupils  of  the  High  School  have  kept  a 
stamp  booth  in  operation  at  one  of  the  local  stores.  When  the  funds 
were  raised  to  purchase  a  bomber,  school  children  selected  its  name — 
"Swampscotta." 

The  principal  work  and  interest,  however,  has  been  within  the 
school  buildings,  where  pupils  have  both  purchased  for  themselves 
and  solicited  sales  to  the  credit  of  their  particular  buildings.  From 
,  January  through  November  30th  their  efforts  accounted  for  $58,- 
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101.80  in  War  Bonds  and  Stamps.  Since  September,  1942  the  High 
School  alone  has  averaged  over  $2330  each  school  month.  All  schools 
have  been  entitled  to  display  the  Treasury  Minute  Man  flag  regularly 
because  of  the  degree  of  participation  by  both  teachers  and  pupils. 

A  special  drive  was  inaugurated  during  the  fall  under  Federal 
Treasury  sponsorship,  whereby  Bond  and  Stamp  sales  might  be 
credited  towards  the  purchase  of  particular  pieces  of  Army  or  Navy 
equipment.  We  are  advised  that  the  Junior  High  School  was  the 
first  school  in  the  Commonwealth  to  attain  its  quota,  with  the 
Machon  School  close  on  its  heels.  Since  that  time,  all  schools  have 
completed  their  self-chosen  assignments,  and  in  some  cases  have 
doubled  their  original  goals. 

The  complete  list  of  equipment  thus  provided  is:  two  original 
jeeps,  one  flying  jeep,  one  amphibian  jeep,  five  life  floats,  four  motor 
scooters,  three  field  ambulances,  and  two  parachutes. 


Junior  Red  Cross 

The  other  activity  upon  which  we  have  concentrated  has  been 
the  Junior  Red  Cross.  Our  schools  are  100%  enrolled,  and  are  func- 
tioning actively.  A  total  of  1666  articles  has  been  provided  this  fall 
for  army  hospitals,  service  men's  ditty  bags,  and  children  in  hos- 
pitals, as  follows:

Building  Repairs 

We  have  done  the  usual  minor  repairs  always  necessary  to  keep 
the  buildings  in  good  condition.  The  High  School  has  been  painted 
on  the  outside,  four  classrooms  redecorated  at  the  Clarke  School, 
two  classrooms,  a  corridor  and  the  office  redecorated  at  the  Stanley 
School  (thus  finishing  all  parts  of  that  building),  the  girls'  toilet 
room  of  the  Hadley  elementary  school  refinished,  and  the  office  of 
the  Superintendent  repainted. 

New  surfaces  were  laid  on  the  south  stairs  of  the  Junior  High 
School. 

All  auditorium  draperies  and  stage  curtains  have  been  newly 
fireproofed. 

The  back  wall  of  the  High  School  gymnasium  was  repointed 
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to  overcome  leaks  during  driving  south  and  east  rains  to  which 
this  area  is  especially  exposed. 

The  cast  stone  terrace  wall  betwen  the  front  entrances  of  the 
High  School  was  disintegrating,  and  this  has  been  torn  out  and  re- 
built with  blue  quarry  stone  to  match  the  Greenwood  Avenue  wall. 

The  heating  system  at  the  High  School  was  overhauled  to  the 
extent  of  testing  and  adjusting  all  steam  traps,  and  renewing  or 
adjusting  such  parts  as  were  worn  or  not  functioning. 

Future  Repairs 

Repairs  for  1944  should  include  the  following,  at  least: 

Rebuild  the  dry  wells  in  the  front  yard  of  the  Junior  High 
School.  The  stone  work  within  them  is  gradually  falling  apart,  and 
they  may  soon  become  a  possible  source  of  accident. 

Paint  the  exterior  of  both  the  Machon  and  the  Stanley  Schools. 

Rebuild  cast  stone  window  ledges  on  the  south  end  of  the  Junior 
High  School.  These  are  disintegrating  due  to  the  action  of  water 
and  frost. 

Finish  redecorating  Clarke  School  classrooms. 

Commence  redecorating  at  the  Hadley  School. 

Resurface  the  Junior  High  School  yard.  This  area  is  now  of 
brick,  and  is  rapidly  disintegrating.  It  is  rough  and  irregular.  Any 
surface  that  is  reasonably  smooth  will  be  an  improvement.  An  ideal 
surface  material,  of  course,  would  be  of  cork  asphalt  type,  but 
this  would  be  impractical  in  the  particular  area  since  it  is  not  de- 
signed to  stand  vehicular  traffic  such  as  this  yard  must  bear. 

For  serious  consideration  as  soon  as  the  war  has  made  materials 
and  labor  available,  I  call  the  following  items  to  your  attention: 

1.  The  steps  at  the  High  School  are  made  of  the  same  cast 
stone  which  proved  unsatisfactory  in  the  terrace  wall.  The  contrac- 
tors admitted  unsatisfactory  conditions  and  sent  a  workman  to  at- 
tempt to  repair  them  in  1941.  He  was  only  partially  successful,  his 
work  was  never  satisfactorily  completed,  and  there  seems  little 
hope  of  adjustment  now.  Although  the  treads  are  constantly  crumb- 
ling there  seems  little  that  can  be  done  until  the  war  is  over  except 
to  try  to  keep  them  patched.  However,  I  recommend  that  the  pres- 
ent steps  be  replaced  by  granite  as  soon  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so. 

2.  It  is  desirable  that  new  chairs  be  secured  for  the  Junior 
High  School  auditorium. 

3.  The  cafeteria  at  the  High  School  should  be  paved  with 
asphalt  tile  as  is  the  adjacent  corridor.  The  cost  of  labor  and  mat- 
erials to  keep  this  surface  in  condition  with  paint  or  floor  surfacing 
for  ten  years  will  outrun  the  capital  cost  of  installing  such  tile. 
The  life  of  tile  in  such  a  location  seems  indefinite. 

4.  New  stairs  will  be  needed  at  the  Clarke  School.  The  present 
stairs  are  of  maple  which  is  becoming  worn  from  constant  use  over 
many  years.  They  are  not  yet  a  hazard,  but  they  are  approaching 
that  point.  Some  type  of  metal  tread  probably  should  be  used  when 
this  work  is  done. 

5.  New  floors  should  be  laid  in  all  classrooms  that  have  not 
been  refloored  in  the  Clarke  School.

6.  The  toilets  at  the  Junior  High  School  have  been  in  use  for 
over  thirty  years.  They  need  a  thorough  modernizing. 

Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  High  School 

You  will  be  interested  in  the  following  excerpts  from  the  report 
of  Mr.  Gray: 

"Of  the  one  hundred  fifteen  members  of  the  Class  of  1943,  twen- 
ty-four are  in  degree  granting  colleges,  twenty-three  are  attending 
other  schools,  thirty-nine  are  in  the  armed  services  of  their  country, 
twenty-six  are  working,  and  three  have  moved  from  town." 

"The  courses  in  aeronautics,  the  mathematics  of  navigation,  ma- 
chines and  electricity,  nutrition  and  home  nursing,  and  daily  physical 
training  for  boys,  who  will  become  of  draft  age  during  the  school 
year,  are  being  continued. 

In  the  social  sciences,  particularly,  the  problems  of  the  war  and 
of  the  peace  are  being  studied,  with  their  social,  economic,  and  po- 
litical aspects.  In  fact,  hardly  any  school  subject  can  escape  change 
of  emphasis  on  account  of  the  war." 

Mr.  Gray  further  reports  that  six  boys  passed  the  Army  A-12 
examinations,  five  passed  the  Navy  V-12  examinations,  and  three 
have  received  from  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  their  cer- 
tificates of  Aeronautical  knowledge. 

Three  boys  enrolled  in  the  Aroostook  County  Potato  Harvest 
Corps,  and  were  away  from  school  a  month  in  that  service. 

The  Employment  Bureau  of  the  school  has  filled  forty-eight  of 
forty-nine  applications  for  help  from  employers,  and  has  written 
seventy-nine  letters  of  recommendation.

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Rudolph  Woodward,  who  had  been  on  the  janitorial  staff,  died 
on  March  14,  1943.  Mr.  Woodward  had  been  in  ill  health  for  some 
months,  and  on  leave  of  absence  since  early  in  the  fall. 

Dean  Edson,  Joseph  O'Brien,  Thomas  McGettrick,  Kenneth  Cort 
and  Edward  Newhall  have  all  received  appointments  as  janitors  dur- 
ing the  year.  Mr.  O'Brien  served  but  a  few  weeks  before  resign- 
ing, and  Mr.  McGettrick  has  been  so  seriously  ill  since  midsummer 
that  he  has  had  to  relinquish  his  position.  The  appointments  have 
been  on  the  basis  of  military  substitutes  or  as  the  additional  per- 
son made  necessary  by  abandoning  oil  as  fuel. 


Athletics 

The  athletic  programs  of  the  schools  have  been  carried  on  with- 
out serious  interruption  in  spite  of  transportation  difficulties.  The 
principal  handicaps  at  the  moment  are  the  lack  of  playgrounds  and 
playing  surfaces.  The  program  at  the  Junior  High  School  has  suf- 
fered most  from  this  lack.  Each  fall  we  attempt  footbail  and  girls' 
hockey  at  both  the  Junior  and  the  Senior  High  Schools,  and  we  have 
but  two  fields  available  for  the  four  organizations.  With  the  primary 
interest  centered  on  the  High  School  sports,  the  Junior  High  pupils 
of  necessity  have  to  be  worked  in  where  they  may.  This  allows  little 
concentrated  attention  to  be  focused  on  them,  and  results  in  much 
irregularity  of  opportunity.  The  completion  of  Phillips  Park  will 
partially  alleviate  this  condition,  but  not  wholly. 

The  brightest  spot  in  the  whole  program  has  been  the  success 
of  the  High  School  football  team  this  fall.  For  the  first  time  in 
many  years  we  have  been  treated  to  a  team  that  attained  champion- 
ship stature.  In  the  past  we  no  doubt  have  had  football  squads  that 
contained  all,  and  perhaps  more,  potentialities  than  this  group  might 
have  been  expected  to  exhibit,  but  not  for  years  has  a  squad  so  com- 
pletely lived  up  to  its  prospects. 

To  my  mind,  the  success  is  due  to  three  qualities  which  have 
been  lacking  somewhat  in  the  past:  first,  a  love  for  the  game  by 
everyone  who  was  on  the  team;  second,  a  football  intelligence  which 
resulted  in  carrying  oat  assignments  and  in  doing  the  right  thing 
at  the  right  time,  without  dissipation  of  effort  on  useless,  if  more 
spectacular  performances;  and  third,  an  esprit  de  corps  and  a  will 
to  win  that  made  individuals  willing  to  forego  their  own  glory  for 
the  sake  of  the  success  of  the  team. 


In  Conclusion 

We  are  looking  forward  to  the  New  Year  with  hope.  We  may 
attain  no  more  than  in  the  last  twelve  months,  but  we  shall  try. 
The  teaching  staff  has  carried  on  most  loyally  under  strain  and 
distractions,  doing  their  best  to  maintain  an  atmosphere  of  normalcy 
for  children  and  at  the  same  time  to  perform  their  obvious  obliga- 
tions to  the  war  effort.  Your  own  patience  and  support  is  most  heart- 
ening to  them  and  to  me.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

FOREWORD 

Recently  there  has  been,  all  over  this  Country,  a  wave  of  op- 
timism. This  optimism  has  unquestionably  affected  the  attitude  of 
the  public  towards  our  war  effort  and  has  brought  about  a  general 
relaxation  in  all  phases  of  war  work. 

We  in  Swampscott  have  not  been  included  in  the  group  of  com- 
placency and  over  confidence.  We  are  glad  to  say  the  enemies  hopes 
of  relaxation  in  Swampscott  have  not  come  to  pass  and  I  wish 
to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  who  have  contributed 
their  time  and  effort  in  keeping  Swampscott  so  outstanding  and  not 
being  classified  under  general  relaxation. 

Our  slogan  in  Swampscott  has  been  and  will  continue  to  be;  "Let 
us  be  ready  for  the  worst — that  is  the  way  to  get  the  best." 

The  personnel  handling  the  Safety  affairs  of  your  community 
have  left  nothing  undone  to  see  that  you  receive  the  utmost  protec- 
tion. The  change  in  set-up  from  a  previous  arrangement  has  been 
made  with  the  efficiency  and  the  spirit  of  those  handling  the 
affairs  of  the  Safety  Committee  is  the  same  as  it  always  has  been. 

A  recent  drive  on  salvage  is  a  very  good  example  of  the  func- 
tioning of  the  various  organizations  and  Swampscott  again  has  been 
cited  for  taking  the  initiative. 

Supporting  the  essential  of  our  war  program  are  Block  and 
Neighborhood  Leaders,  Air  Raid  Wardens,  Junior  Citizens,  Service 
Corps,  Volunteer  Offices,  Speakers  Bureau,  Information  Centers,  and 
many  other  War  Service  and  Protection  Units,  particularly  our  Aux- 
iliary Fire  and  Police  Units. 

Again  we  point  out  the  foresight  of  our  citizens  in  appropriat- 
ing money  to  carry  on  the  Committee  of  Public  Safety  program 
which  has  resulted  in  a  savings  to  the  taxpayers.  We  were  fortunate 
in  being  able  to  secure  proper  equipment  of  substantial  material 
ingredients  at  a  much  lower  cost  than  anticipated  before  the  shortage 
of  materials  took  place. 

In  view  of  this  fact  many  thousands  of  dollars  have  been  re- 
turned to  the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Fund  to  keep  the  tax  rate  low. 
It  is  the  desire  of  the  Committee  to  transfer  all  balances  other 
than  necessary  to  maintain  our  set  up  to  reduce  the  tax  rate  this 
year,  with  the  understanding  that  if  an  extraordinary  emergency 
should  arise  funds  will  be  available  for  use  from  the  Finance 
Committee  Reserve  Fund.  Together  with  special  appropriations  the 
amount  we  will  transfer  will  involve  approximately  $5,000.00. 

Again  I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  I.  Murray  Adams,  Co-Chairman  and 
all  those  who  are  giving  and  have  given  so  generously  of  their  time 
in  order  that  our  Community  be  protected  and  classified  as  out- 
standing.

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WARDENS  AND  REPORT  CENTER 

Despite  the  lessened  tempo  of  civilian  defense  activities,  our 
wardens,  report  center  operators  and  staff  have  been  maintained 
reasonably  intact  as  a  group.  There  have  been  several  who  have 
left  for  military  services,  some  have  moved  away,  but  the  balance 
still  manifest  a  healthy  interest  in  keeping  our  group  efficient  and 
ready  for  any  emergency.  There  are  now  615  wardens,  and  report 
center  personnel  numbers  125. 

During  1943  we  participated  in  twelve  tests;  four  of  these  were 
state  wide,  six  regional,  and  two  local.  Personnel  reporting  averaged 
between  85%  and  96%.  One  local  test  was  conducted  in  conjunction 
with  the  State  Guard,  enabling  them  to  gain  added  experience  in 
local  work,  and  co-ordination  with  civilian  defense  personnel. 

Changes  in  the  course  of  the  war  have  resulted  in  the  curtail- 
ment of  our  activity,  but  recently  we  were  informed  that  tests  would 
be  restricted  to  one  in  three  months.  Nevertheless,  it  is  the  con- 
sidered opinion  of  our  group,  that  we  should  attempt  to  keep  our 
workers  enrolled,  and  interested,  then  if  a  disaster  should  occur  we 
would  be  properly  organized  to  handle  it.  The  enthusiasm,  serious- 
ness, and  determination  to  be  ever  ready  upon  the  part  of  all  our 
workers  has  been  commendable.  Not  only  have  they  faithfully  lived 
up  to  their  obligations  in  all  tests,  but  they  have  volunteered  for 
duties  outside  of  the  scope  of  their  original  assignment.  They  have 
participated  in  paper  salvage  drives,  collecting  money  for  the  Amer- 
ican Red  Cross,  and  in  arousing  interest,  and  securing  donors  for 
the  blood  bank.  Their  acceptance  of  calls  for  assistance,  beyond 
the  limits  of  their  agreed  duties,  has  been  spontaneous,  and  whole- 
hearted. 

Fred  M.  Seaton,  Robert  Mansfield,  George  G.  Barker,  R.  S.  Bu- 
bier,  continue  as  Deputy  Chief  Wardens.  During  the  year  two  new 
Deputies  were  added,  C.  Edward  Conway,  who  later  resigned  to  take 
charge  of  Section  8,  and  Walter  Burrill,  who  was  appointed  in  rec- 
ognition of  the  long  hours  he  put  in  at  the  Report  Center,  and  his 
interest  in  many  phases  of  the  work. 

We  have  a  Chief  Warden  for  each  of  the  eight  sections  in  the 
town;  Clarence  Stensrud  has  been  in  charge  of  Section  one  from  the 
start;  William  Hawkes  resigned  as  Chief  of  Section  two,  due  to 
pressure  of  business,  though  he  is  still  active,  and  Donald  Minnihane 
succeeded  him;  Edgar  Burdett  is  head  of  Section  3;  Walter  Ranger 
4;  Raymond  Miller  5;  Harold  Martin  6;  Thomas  S.  Bubier,  who  or- 
ganized Section  7,  has  entered  war  work,  which  prevented  his  con- 
tinuing, and  C.  Edward  Conway  stepped  into  his  place;  Robert 
O'Neill,  has  been  with  us  from  the  early  days  in  1941. 

In  the  fall  of  1943  the  dim-out  was  suspended,  thus  relieving 
Ralph  Lindsey,  Blackout  Officer,  Howard  Hamill,  Fred  Seaton,  Robert 
Mansfield,  Fred  Burk,  Chester  Bradley,  George  Barker  and  Walter 
Burrill  of  an  onerous  and  thankless  task.  These  men  faithfully  pat- 
rolled the  town  every  night,  fair  weather  and  foul,  and  purchased 
gasoline  for  this  task  from  their  own  money. 

Report  center  records,  and  assignment  of  personnel  continues 
under  the  efficient  direction  of  Miss  Mary  Bucknam,  assisted  by 
Miss  Evelyn  Fryers.  The  operation  of  the  center  has  been  possible 
through  the  sacrifice  and  steadfastness  of  many  loyal  men  and  women 
workers.  We  are  deeply  grateful  for  their  services. 
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The  Message  Room  was  remodelled  and  enlarged  this  year,  and 
additional  phones  installed.  It  continues  under  the  able  direction 
of  Mrs.  Hazel  Seaton,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Ralph  E.  Bicknel,  and  Miss 
Kay  Ingell. 

On  November  4th,  at  10:00  P.M.  the  operation  of  the  Report 
Center  was  turned  over  to  the  Police  Department.  In  doing  this  we 
followed  the  order  of  the  State  Headquarters.  It  is  now  being  well 
handled,  under  an  arrangement  whereby  in  the  event  of  a  raid  the 
personnel  would  be  promptly  and  properly  warned. 

Last  year  the  wardens  offered  to  assume  the  responsibility  for 
the  annual  Red  Cross  drive.  All  personnel  graciously  responded,  and 
did  an  outstanding  job.  The  quota  for  the  town  was  $5,500,  approx- 
imately $8,200  was  raised,  representing  a  substantial  increase  above 
the  quota,  and  far  more  money  than  ever  had  been  collected  before  for 
Red  Cross  in  Swampscott.  The  success  of  this  project  was  highly 
gratifying  to  the  American  Red  Cross,  as  it  involved  hard  work,, 
and  the  total  collected  was  much  more  than  had  been  expected.  This 
drive  enables  the  American  Red  Cross,  to  continue  its  blood  plasma 
service,  home  service,  and  many  other  essential  activities  so  vital 
to  our  men  and  women  in  the  armed  forces.  To  my  mind  there  is 
no  more  cogent  way  that  the  wardens  can  show  they  are  whole- 
heartedly behind  the  men  in  the  front  line. 

In  June  of  1941,  when  but  a  skeleton  organization  existed,  there 
was  some  question  in  the  minds  of  those  responsible  for  perfecting 
plans  whether  we  could  secure  sufficient  personnel,  and  just  how 
much  interest  and  time  they  would  put  into  the  project.  The  results 
have  far  exceeded  our  most  optimistic  expectations,  both  in  the 
number  of  citizens  responding,  and  in  the  quality  of  their  work  and 
reliability.

Dear  Mr.  Buchanan: 

Several  practice  blackouts  were  called  for  during  1943  and  gen- 
erally speaking,  Swampscott  did  an  excellent  job  during  all  of  them. 
The  co-operation  between  Wardens  and  Householders  was  generally 
good  and  it  is  felt  that  we  are  ready  for  any  emergency  requiring  a 
blackout. 

We  do  feel,  however,  that  unless  there  is  periodic  practice  in 
blacking  out,  the  tendency  will  be  to  forget  the  regulations  and  to 
become  slipshod. 

The  maintenance  of  the  Dimout — until  its  suspension  November 
1,  1943 — was  the  main  job  of  the  Blackout  Division  of  Protection. 
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We  wish  to  publicly  express  our  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by 
the  members  of  regular  Dimout  Patrol  who  were  on  duty  every  night. 

These  crews  averaged  five  hours  per  night,  seven  nights  a  week, 
and  put  in  over  3,050  man  hours  up  to  November  1.  Messrs.  Hamill, 
Barker,  Burrill,  Burk,  Bradley,  Seaton  and  Mansfield  have  done  a 
grand  job  and  deserve  a  great  deal  of  credit  for  the  high  rating 
Swampscott  enjoyed. 

These  men,  however,  could  not  have  been  as  successful  without 
the  wonderfully  whole-hearted  co-operation  of  section  wardens  and 
the  townspeople  themselves. 

The  willingness  of  nearly  all  of  the  people  to  carry  out  regu- 
lations imposed  by  the  Dimout,  in  spite  of  inconveniences,  cost  and 
danger  of  dimly-lighted  streets,  indicates  the  fine  calibre  of  Swamp- 
scott citizens.  They  are  to  be  heartily  congratulated  for  their  part 
in  making  the  Swampscott  Dimout  an  outstanding  success.

The  men  on  this  patrol  have 
put  in  many  long  hours  and  have  found  many  irregularities  which 
have  been  reported  to  the  proper  authorities. 

Although  the  patrol  has  stopped,  every  man  who  took  part  in 
it  stands  ready  to  do  anything  that  may  help  to  bring1  this  war  to 
an  end,  and  I  know  this  is  also  the  feeling  of  all  the  personnel  who 
have  worked  so  hard  for  the  protection  of  the  home  front.

EMERGENCY  MEDICAL  SERVICE 

The  medical  division  is  organized  with  two  dispatch  stations, 
one  each  at  the  Phillips  Beach  Engine  House  and  the  Community 
House  on  Pine  Street,  and  a  casualty  station  located  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Town  Hall.  Originally,  the  casualty  station  was  located  at 
the  Thomson  Estate.  At  the  present  time  it  is  located-  in  Ballou  Hall 
of  the  Universalist  Church. 

Ambulances  are  located  at  each  dispatch  station  to  transport 
casualties  either  to  the  casualty  station  or  to  the  Lynn  or  Salem 
Hospitals. 

It  was  my  original  plan  to  have  local  first-aid  stations  estab- 
lished in  all  of  the  sections  of  the  town.  Due  to  the  progress  of  the 
war  and  directives  from  the  State  Committee,  these  stations  are  not 
necessary,  and  for  that  reason  the  plan  was  discarded. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  those 
who  have  given  of  their  time  and  energy  to  produce  the  efficient 
organization  which  we  now  have. 

In  particular,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Dr.  Ralph  E.  Bick- 
nell,  Co-Chairman  of  the  Division,  for  his  counsel  and  untiring 
efforts. 

The  medical  division  at  the  present  time  stands  ready  to  mobilize 
immediately  in  the  event,  of  any  enemy  or  civilian  emergency.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  the  Swampscott  Auxiliary  Fire 
Department  for  the  year  1943. 

We  now  have  five  engine  companies,  namely,  Engines  One,  Two, 
Three  and  Four,  and  one  trailer  pump.  The  U.S.  government  sent 
us  two  skid  pumpers  which  have  been  mounted  on  Engines  Two  and 
Three,  and  also  one  trailer  pump. 

We  purchased  a  GMC  chassis  for  $50.00,  which  we  have  thor- 
oughly overhauled  and  on  which  we  have  installed  a  body  and  the 
government  skid  pump. 

All  of  these  engines  are  now  fully  equipped  with  government 
issued  hose,  nozzles,  suction  hose  and  other  necessary  equipment. 

All  of  the  auxiliary  firemen  have  been  drilled  once  a  week  and 
thoroughly  schooled  in  fire  fighting. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  cooperation 
and  the  regular  fire  department  for  their  assistance  in  training  the 
auxiliary  department.

Dear  Sir: 

In  answer  to  your  request  for  a  report  of  the^  Evacuation  Com- 
mittee for  the  year  1943.  I  beg  to  inform  you  that  at  every  Test 
Blackout  the  Evacuation  Committee  was  represented  as  being  on 
hand  ready  to  function  and  when  we  had  test  incidents,  we  relisted 
same  as  needing  our  attention,  and  while  it  has  never  seemed  ad- 
visable to  actually  get  cars  out,  we  went  through  the  mechanisms 
to  test  their  availability,  drivers,  etc.  We  also  tested  out  the  opening 
up  of  an  Assembly  Point  and  Temporary  Shelters. 

The  Committee  remains  practically  the  same  with  one  or  two 
substitutions  and  a  couple  of  resignations  due  to  the  taking  on  of 
other  work.  No  effort  was  made  to  fill  them  as  the  consensus  of 
opinion  seemed  to  be  that  the  Committee  was  large  enough. 

Last  winter  it  was  felt  we  might  be  called  ur>on  to  act  in  con- 
nection with  the  oil  and  fuel  situation  and  the  writer  followed  this 
matter  up  very  carefully,  operation  through  other  agencies  whom  I 
felt  would  hear  of  distress  or  need  of  help  much  sooner  than  we 
would,  but  I  am  pleased  to  advise  I  heard  of  no  such  contingency.

REPORT  OF  LOCAL  PROPERTY  OFFICER 

Swampscott  Committee  on  Public  Safety 

Since  war  was  declared  on  December  7,  1941  this  community 
has  received  through  a  loan  by  the  United  States  Government,  Of- 
fice of  Civilian  Defense,  Washington,  D.  C,  a  substantial  amount  of 
valuable  equipment  and  supplies  as  a  supplement  to  the  already 
existing  protective  organizations  of  the  town. 

Although  it  is  not  permissible  for  me  to  mention  specific  items 
or  quantities  it  can  be  stated  that  this  equipment  includes  pumps, 
ladders,  hose,  and  other  accessories  for  the  use  of  the  auxiliary  fire 
unit;  cots,  first-aid  pouches,  medical  instruments  and  supplies  for 
the  medical  unit;  helmets,  gas  masks,  hand  fire  extinguishers,  etc., 
for  the  wardens,  fire-watchers,  auxiliary  police,  rescue  squad,  and 
other  civilian  defense  personnel. 

This  equipment,  together  with  that  owned  by  the  town,  both 
auxiliary  and  regular,  provides  this  community  with  useful  and 
serviceable  protection  in  the  case  of  an  emergency  caused  by  enemy 
action,  sabotage,  or  otherwise. 
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May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  several  town  depart- 
ments for  their  co-operation  in  furnishing  transportation  and  as- 
sistance in  handling  various  equipment;  also  the  civilian  defense 
personnel  for  their  aid  in  its  distribution.  Through  their  combined 
efforts  this  community  has  merited  commendation  from  the  Office 
of  Civilian  Defense,  Washington,  D.  C.  and  the  U.  S.  Regional  Office 
in  Boston,  Mass.

Pursuant  to  orders  from  the  War  Department  stating  that  until 
further  notice  twenty-four  hour  continuous  operation  of  Army  Air 
Forces,  Ground  Observer  Corps,  Observation  Posts  be  discontinued, 
this  post  ceased  operating  at  8:28  A.M.  October  5,  1943. 

The  War  Department  had  further  directed  that  the  Ground  Ob- 
server organization  be  held  intact  and  operate  at  intervals  so  that  it 
can  be  fully  reactivated  at  any  time.  It  was  further  directed  that 
this  Observation  Post  be  manned  each  Wednesday  from  1:00  to  5:00 
P.M.  Eastern  War  Time,  Commencing  October  13,  1943. 

In  accordance  with  these  instructions  this  Observation  Post  has 
been  operating  the  one  afternoon  a  week,  being  manned  almost 
exclusively  by  a  small  group  of  most  loyal  women,  all  of  whom  are 
qualified  Recognition  Observers. 

In  the  early  part  of  1943,  Frank  C.  Durkee  was  selected  to  take 
a  most  intensive  course  of  instruction  in  Aircraft  Recognition  offered 
by  the  Army  in  Boston.    Upon  his  successful  completion  of  this

course  he  was  officially  appointed  Post  Recognition  Officer  and 
promptly  organized  a  class  from  the  Observers  for  teaching  Aircraft 
Eecognition. 

From  this  first  class  27  Observers  passed  the  Recognition  Tests 
successfully,  and  were  presented  with  certificates  as  qualified  Air- 
craft Recognition  Observers  by  the  Army. 

At  the  time  the  above  mentioned  orders  came  through  plans 
were  under  way  for  running  another  and  larger  class,  but  this  was 
abandoned. 

For  almost  two  years  this  Observation  Post  operated  on  a  twen- 
ty-four hour  basis,  manned  through  the  intense  cold  of  winter  and  the 
blistering  heat  of  summer,  and  much  credit  is  due  to  the  over  two 
hundred  valiant  men  and  woman  who  so  patriotically  and  unselfishly 
gave  of  their  time  and  effort,  through  the  long  hours  of  days  and 
nights.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

The  most  pressing  duty  confronting  our  Community  at  the 
present  time  is  the  formation  of  a  group  who  are  willing  to  devote 
their  time  in  behalf  of  Veterans  returning  from  our  Armed  Forces 
in  order  that  the  utmost  help  as  self-supporting  and  independent 
citizens  may  be  given. 

This  will  require  careful  study  on  the  part  of  the  members  of 
this  group  in  order  that  our  Community  leaves  nothing  undone  to 
take  care  of  our  Veterans. 

The  Committee  organized  and  designated  Sub-Committees  to 
handle  such  matters  as  are  outlined  on  the  next  side  of  this  page,  and 
will  be  enlarged  as  the  need  requires. 

The  purpose  of  this  Committee  will  be  to  advise  all  disabled 
and  non-disabled  veterans  to  make  sure  they  are  not  given  the  so- 
called  "run  around." 

This  Committee  has  already  started  its  work  and  are  in  close 
co-operation  with  the  Federal  and  State  organizations. 

It  is  intended  that  an  office  be  established  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Local  Advisory  Committee  that  would  be  open  during  every 
day  in  the  week,  and  perhaps  one  or  two  nights  and  more  if  neces- 
sary, where  the  Veterans  may  present  his  or  her  problems  and  re- 
ceive assistance  or  advice.  This  office  will  also  endeavor  to  be  of 
service  to  dependents  of  men,  or  women  now  on  active  duty. 

An  article  has  been  inserted  in  the  Town  Warrant  requesting 
funds  to  carry  on  this  activity.  In  the  meantime  Veterans  are  asked 
to  contact  any  member  of  the  Committee  or  call  Ly  5-1645  Miss 
Ingell  which  is  the  temporary  headquarters  for  handling  all  Veterans 
problems  at  this  time. 
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I  wish  to  thank  those  who  have  consented  to  serve  on  the  various 
committees  and  I  know  that  from  the  attitude  already  shown  that 
Swampscott  citizens  may  rest  assured  that  there  will  be  no  doubt 
about  our  Veteran's  being  properly  taken  care  of.

The  Bomber  "Swampscotta"  was  a  gift  of  the  townspeople  to 
the  United  States  Army  Air  Corps  and  has  already  been  in  active 
service  for  seven  months. 

It  is  a  Mitchell  B-25  medium  bomber,  and  it  is  the  same  type 
of  plane,  with  which  Major  General  Doolittle  bombed  Tokyo  and 
played  an  important  role  in  the  North  African  campaign,  and  is 
being  used  extensively  in  the  Southern  Pacific  and  European  battle 
areas. 

The  "'Swampscott  Bomber  Campaign"  was  launched  between 
November  12th  to  December  24th,  1942,  and  went  over  the  top  with 
a  total  of  $210,107  worth  of  bonds.  This  amount  was  realized  by 
every  citizen  in  Swampscott  doing  their  part  in  tribute  to  the  boys 
and  girls  in  the  service.

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Board  of  Selectmen 

We  again  are  submitting  our  annual  report  to  you  while  the 
dark  clouds  of  War  continue  to  hang  over  our  beloved  Country. 

The  cheerful  sacrifices  of  our  men  and  women  in  the  armed 
forces  who  are  located  near  and  far,  in  all  the  far  corners  of  the 
globe,  re-emphasize  and  re-iterate  to  our  minds  the  solemn  call  of 
duty  to  us  on  the  "Home  Front."  It  is  for  us  to  continually  re- 
dedicate  ourselves  to  the  cause  at  hand  so  that  we  may  give  to  our 
men  and  women  in  the  armed  forces  the  complete  co-operation  that 
is  necessary  in  order  to  attain  the  common  goal — Victory  and  Peace. 

The  patriotic  spirit  of  all  our  citizens  in  Swampscott  is  exempli- 
fied in  the  solid  support  given  to  all  activities  in  Town  relating  to 
civilian  defense,  public  safety  and  the  war  effort  generally.  The 
numerous  groups — Auxiliary  Police;  Auxiliary  Firemen;  Air  Raid 
Wardens;  Observers;  Red  Cross  Workers;  Emergency  Workers;  Com- 
mittee Members;  Local  Selective  Service  and  Advisory  Boards;  Re- 
port Center  Staff;  Air  Raid  Wardens;  Women's  Groups;  Rationing 
Boards  and  Assistants  and  all  others  helping  the  cause  in  various 
ways  deserve  recognition  and  credit. 

In  time  of  war  everyone  must  suffer  some  inconvenience  but 
it  is  always  our  aim  to  do  everything  within  our  power  to  see  that 
there  is  no  unnecessary  inconvenience  or  annoyance.  Public  officials 
must  ever  be  alert  to  give  you  their  services  to  which  you  are  rea- 
sonably entitled. 

As  with  so  many  others,  whose  lives  have  been  affected  by 
present  conditions,  the  lot  of  a  public  official  in  time  of  war  is  no 
easy  one.  Vexatious  problems  and.  difficulties  are  multiplied.  Duties 
and  responsibilities  are  met  which  do  not  exist  in  happier  times  of 
peace.  Generally  more  time  is  required  in  performance  of  exacting 
duties  and  tasks. 

In  accord  with  the  requirement  of  the  times,  we  have  attempted 
to  have  Swampscott  keep  abreast  of  all  activities  and  programs 
planned  to  assist  the  members  of  our  armed  forces  upon  their  re- 
turn to  civilian  life.  We  have  kept  in  constant  touch  with  Federal 
and  State  Officials  and  other  communities  in  connection  with  their 
plans  on  this  subject.  In  order  that  the  preliminary  machinery  may 
function  at  once,  we  have  appointed  several  committees  to  study  and 
report  on  this  matter  as  well  as  to  take  such  action  as  is  imperative 
at  this  time.  These  Committees  are  (1)  The  Committee  on  Post  War 
Projects  and  Public  Improvements.  (2)  The  Committee  on  Rehabilita- 
tion. They  are  now  proceeding  and  will  have  a  report  for  the  Town 
in  the  near  future.  It  is  our  wish  that  the  Town  co-operate  to  the 
fullest  extent  reasonably  possible  with  the  Federal  and  State  Agen- 
cies which  will  eventually  assume  the  duties  connected  with  this 
problem  and  to  take  such  steps  as  a  municipality,  as  may  form  our 
part  of  an  intelligent  and  co-ordinated  plan. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  1943,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  at  that  time,  Robert  G.  Byrne,  who  had  pre- 
viously enlisted  in  the  Armed  Forces,  was  notified  by  the  War  De- 
partment that  because  of  a  recent  ruling,  he  would  not  be  permitted 
to  further  perform  the  duties  of  the  office  of  Selectman.  Because 
of  this  ruling,  he  immediately  requested  a  military  leave  of  absence, 
and  in  accordance  with  pertinent  provisions  of  Law  this  was  granted 
and  Albert  S.  Hills  was  elected  by  the  proper  officials  as  the  military 
substitute. 
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Mr.  Byrne  had  previously  served  six  terms  as  a  Selectman,  five 
of  them  as  Chairman  of  this  Board,  and  is  believed  to  be  the  first 
member  of  a  Board  of  Selectmen  in  Swampscott  to  serve  in  the 
Armed  Forces  while  holding  this  office.  His  splendid  record  of  pub- 
lic service  is  hereby  acknowledged,  and  he  will  be  missed  by  all. 

Public  Improvements 

During  the  year  the  Selectmen  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
Surveyor  of  Highways  and  the  Building  Inspector  started  a  program 
to  make  and  locate  street  signs  in  the  town.  The  design  of  the  street 
sign  finally  selected  by  the  Board  as  the  most  appropriate,  being 
a  replica  of  the  "Swampscott  Dory"  was  submitted  by  one  of  the 
boys  in  the  High  School,  namely,  Alfred  Hill.  We  are  inserting  an- 
other article  in  the  Warrant  this  year  for  additional  funds  for  the 
continuation  of  this  work  so  that  in  a  few  years  we  may  have  uni- 
form street  signs  in  all  sections  of  our  town. 

The  Essex  Street  Bridge  was  reconstructed  this  year  with  the 
Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  rebuilding  the  structure  and  the  town 
replanking  the  bridge  and  resurfacing  the  approaches. 

The  Danvers  Road  Bridge  is  expected  to  be  renovated  during 
the  year  1944  as  soon  as  the  Courts  make  a  decision  as  to  who  is 
responsible  for  same  as  the  result  of  litigation  started  by  the  Town 
to  have  this  question  properly  and  impartially  determined. 

We  hereby  compliment  the  Town  Engineer,  Howard  L.  Hamill, 
for  the  efficient  work  which  he  has  performed  in  the  matter  of  at- 
tending to  the  requirements  of  repair  and  renovation  of  certain 
bridges  and  his  invaluable  assistance  rendered  to  us  in  determining 
from  an  examination  of  the  old  records  of  the  Town,  the  procedure 
followed  by  the  Town  on  such  matters,  heretofore,  and  especially 
in  the  year  1926.  The  question  now  is  in  what  manner  the  cost  of 
maintenance  should  be  apportioned  amongst  the  County  of  Essex, 
the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  and  the  Town.  This  will  constitute 
a  precedent  for  the  future  and  we  are  hopeful  of  producing  a  saving 
for  the  Town  by  having  this  matter  decided  by  the  proper  legal 
authority. 

At  this  time  it  is  questionable  whether  any  funds  will  be  forth- 
coming from  the  State  and  County  for  Chapter  90  Highways,  but 
we  are  placing  an  article  in  the  warrant  for  this  work  for  considera- 
tion of  the  Town  meeting  so  that  if  the  State  and  County  decide  to 
allot  money  for  maintenance  work,  it  may  be  used  by  us. 

Police  Department 

On  August  4,  1943  Walter  F.  Reeves  applied  for  retirement  as 
Chief  of  Police  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  under  and  by  virtue  of 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  57,  Section  32,  of  the  General-  Laws  of 
Massachusetts.  After  due  consideration  of  the  evidence  presented 
the  majority  of  your  Board  on  August  6,  1943  voted  that  said  Wal- 
ter F.  Reeves  be  retired  from  the  office  of  Chief  of  Police  under 
the  provision  of  the  Chapter  and  Section  heretofore  referred  to.  On 
August  16,  1943  a  taxpayers  petition  was  brought  in  the  Superior 
Court  questioning  the  validity  of  the  vote  of  your  Board  and  seek- 
ing to  restrain  the  Town  from  paying  any  money  under  this  vote 
of  retirement  until  further  order  of  the  Court.  On  August  26,  1943 
the  said  Walter  F.  Reeves  in  writing  submitted  to  your  Board  his 
resignation  as  Chief  of  Police  and  relinquished  any  and  all  pension 
rights  to  which  he  might  be  entitled  by  virtue  of  the  vote  of  retire- 
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ment.  On  October  1,  1943  a  final  decree  was  filed  in  the  Essex 
Superior  Court  in  this  case  (No.  7152  Equity)  and  the  matter  of 
the  resignation  and  relinquishment  of  pension  rights  of  said  Walter 
F.  Reeves  is  embodied  in  this  decree.  The  Board  then  considered 
the  matter  closed  in  view  of  the  request  made  by  Walter  F.  Reeves. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  there  has  been  repair 
work  and  certain  necessary  renovation  done  at  the  Police  Station, 
and  we  propose  to  request  funds  from  the  Town  Meeting  to  repaint 
the  present  Town  Hall. 


Fire  Department 

In  our  report  for  the  year  1942  we  commended  the  Board  of  Fire 
Engineers  for  their  excellent  work  in  supervising  the  administration 
of  the  Fire  Department.  We  are  glad  to  commend  the  present  Board 
of  Fire  Engineers  for  its  efficient  and  economical  management. 

We  also  again  gladly  commend  the  Chief  and  his  men  for  their 
competent  performance  of  duty. 


Wages 

We  recommend  that  the  existing  $125.00  per  annum  temporary 
increase,  voted  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  June  22,  1943, — ter- 
minating on  March  31,  1944, — be  extended  to  and  including  March 
29,  1945. 

Faced  with  the  necessity  that  local  expenditure,  not  needed  for 
the  prosecution  of  the  war,  be  kept  at  a  minimum  to  relieve  heavy 
Federal  taxation,  we  recommend  that  there  be  no  permanent  increase 
of  compensation  for  any  pqsition  in  the  service  of  the  Town  except 
to  relieve  such  definite  wage  inequalities  as  may  exist. 


Interest  in  Town  Affairs 

We  are  gravely  concerned  with  the  lack  of  interest  as  revealed  by 
the  difficulty  in  securing  quorums  at  Special  Town  Meetings. 

While  it  is  realized  that  preoccupation  with  the  war  and  its 
effects  have  a  bearing  on  this  situation,  the  well  being  of  the  home 
front  must  be  safeguarded  by  a  representative  participation  in  Town 
Meetings. 


Federal  Projects 

All  Federal  Projects  in  the  Town  were  terminated  on  or  about 
March  15th  and  the  material  which  had  been  purchased  by  the  Town 
for  the  carrying  on  of  this  program  was  distributed  among  the  va- 
rious Town  Departments  for  use  in  connection  with  their  work.
